Slide cuts 
highway 
at Chase 


CHASE (CP) • A 200-foot 
section of the Trans-Canada 
Highway collapsed in an earth 
slide Monday near this com¬ 
munity 30 miles east of Kam¬ 
loops. 

Dave Macvicar, assistant 
regional highways engineer, 
said a one-mile detour could 
be built by Wednesday. 

The collapee of fill, brought 
into the area in 1959 when the 
highway was built, left a hole 
in the two-lane road up to a 
depth of 100 feet. 

CP Rail’s main line follows 
l he highway at the point 
where the slide occurred but 
rail operations were not af¬ 
fected. a CP Rail spokesman 
said in Vancouver. 

No motorists were using the 
section of highway - an abut¬ 
ment leading to a bridge — 
when it collapsed into Shus- 
wap Lake. 

Gerry Millar, the regional 
geophysical and materials en¬ 
gineer for the highways de-i 
partment, said he suspected 
the collapse was caused by a 
spring overflow which seeped 
through the abutment and 
loosened the fill. 

He said the collapsed sec¬ 
tion could be built up again, 
“but it will certainly take a 
long time."

He said he 
wanted to explain the reason 
for the attack to Israeli Pre¬ 
mier Yitzhak Rabin. 

He said if his demands were 
rejected, he would go ahead 
with his plan to blow up the 
building and the hostages, 
Radio South Africa said. Just 
before he surrendered, he told 
police all the hostages still 
were tied up with hand gre¬ 
nades. 

“If one goes, we all go," he 
told police. 

Protter surrendered quietly 
at 5:55 a.m. He was driven to 
Pretoria by South African lic¬ 
hee. 

Israeli ambassador to South 
Africa Yitzhak Unna refused 
throughout a night of negotia¬ 
tion to yield to Protter’s de¬ 


mand to fly him and the hos¬ 
tages to Israel.

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Freak wave d emolishes boats , docks 

‘Ripped like matchsticks’ 


A freak wave that rushed 
up Douglas Channel Sunday 
and demolished docks and 
swamped boats at Kitimat 
and at Kitlmaat Indian village 
was not triggered by an 
earthquake, according to a 
Victoria seismographic ex¬ 
pert. 

A witness to the Sunday 
phenomenon at Kitimat, Andy 
Nelson, said, "It was a big 
wave, close to 25 feet, and it 
just ripped stuff up like 
matchsticks." 

No one was reported in¬ 
jured. 

A large section of the 
Northland Navigation dock 
and a new Rivtow Straits 
barge terminal were de¬ 
stroyed. Four barges, three 


owned by Rivtow and one 
owned by Northland, were 
washed ashore along with a 
number of small boats. 


First 
‘dirty 
trick ’ 


Dozens witnessed 
Vancouver killing 


VANCOUVER (CP) — An 
accountant at a downtown 
hotel was fatally shot on a 
street in front of the hotel 
durings* robbery Monday af¬ 
ternoon while dozens of people 
walked within feet of him, po¬ 
lice said. 

Police said Joseph McDon¬ 
ald. 52. was on his way to a 
bank with about 59,000 when 
he was shot. They said the 
money was taken but was 
later recovered. 

Police arrested a suspect in 
a coffee shop moments after 
the shooting. They said a gun 
was seized. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital with a bullet wound 
in his upper right chest but 
was dead on arrival. 

Police said there might be 
another suspect involved. 


Witness Hugh Rannie, 25, 
was across the street from 
the shooting. 

"I heard a shot. The young 
guy (the gunman) had his pis¬ 
tol almost against the man's 
chest. The fellow went down 
and there was blood all over 
the place." 

He said he saw tfie gunman 
run after grabbing the vic¬ 
tim’s money bag. 

“Coins were splashing on 
the street. I saw the old guy 
get up. Blood was running 
down his front. He staggered 
and tried to walk out into the 
street. He got. across the 
street before he collapsed. 

"A lot of people carhe run¬ 
ning over to help him. But 
after seeing the gun, nobody 
was about to, run after the 
other guy." 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

The White House said Monday 
some advisers to President 
Ford believe his 1976 election 
plans are being sabotaged, in 
what appeared to be the first 
"dirty trick" of the campaign. 

Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
told reporters the advisers 
had “no suspicion" that sup¬ 
porters of Vice-President Nel¬ 
son Rockefeller were behind 
the sabotage. But he said, "I 
don’t think I’ll go any fur¬ 
ther" when asked if the suspi¬ 
cions extended to backers of 
former California governor 
Ronald Reagan. 

The matter arose when Nes¬ 
sen was asked about a report 
in Newsweek magazine that 
the president told a meeting 
of political intimates he would 
pot run in 1976 because of his 
wife’s health and because he 
felt he could not spare the 
time and money needed for a 
presidential campaign. 

“The president wants it 
known that this story is un¬ 
true. The president held no 
such meeting. He definitely 
plans to run for election in 
1976. Any reports to the con¬ 
trary are wrong," Nessen 
said.

SAIGON (UPI) — United States began its final 
evacuation from Saigon Tuesday, ending two decades 
of direct involvement in South Vietnam. 

Helicopters and buses carried Americans to pre¬ 
arranged evacuation points. Viet Cong commandos 
withdrew from the base’s perimeter, allowing Ameri¬ 
can planes to land, military sources said. 

Shortly after the evacuation 
began, South Vietnamese 
Prime Minister Vu Van Mau 
ordered all American military 
and embassy personnel out of 
the country by noon Wednes¬ 
day (9 p.m. today Victoria 
timb)."' 

Mau’s order, broadcast by 
Saigon Radio, fulfilled a long- 
held Viet Cong condition for 
peace talks and appeared to 
indicate die South Vietnam 
government had made a deal 
with the communists. 

A devastating communist 
air, rocket artillery, and in¬ 
fantry assault on the base 
Monday closed Tan Son Nhut 
for 12 hours. Two U.S. 

Marines were killed, the first 
Americans tp die in combat in 
South Vietnam since De¬ 
cember, 1973. 

In Washington. President 
Kurd and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger worked 
through the night on the final 
hours of an American role in 
' the Vietnam war. The na¬ 
tional security council was 
• ailed into session unexpec¬ 
tedly Monday evening and 
met for about an hour. Presi¬ 
dential aides would not com¬ 
ment. 

UPI correspondent I^eon 
Daniel said he and other 
newsmen were leaving for 
their pre-arranged pickup 
points. but their destination 
was unknown. There were 
about 950 Americans left in 
Vietnam early Monday, ac¬ 
cording to the Pentagon. 

The Pentagon said in Wash¬ 
ington about 50 ships carrying 
6,000 marines and more than 
700 helicopters were stationed 
in the South China Sea off 
Vietnam. 

Tan Son Nhtft was open to 
military traffic, and jittery 
guards turned back would-be 
evacuees who ignored a 
24-hour curfew ordered on 
Saigon in a last-ditch attempt 
to escape the country. 

The main gates to the base 
were sealed off. 

At Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines, a U.S. Air Force 
spokesman said evacuation 
flights, halted for 12 hours by 
communist attacks, had re¬ 
sumed.

Thousands more were left 
homeless in the floods that 
roared though 150 villages in 
the Elburz mountains. 

A large number of villagers 
were missing and casualty 
figures were expected to rise 
Rescue workers in the village 
of Bagherabad found seven 
persons dead in one house 
alone. 

Reports from the region 
said 2,000 cattle drowned as 
flood waters inundated miles 
of farmland. 

In many villages the flood¬ 
ing destroyed underground 
reservoirs of fresh water and 
officials were said to be 
worried that this would create 
a health hazard.

Employees to end an injunc¬ 
tion restraining it from pick¬ 
eting advertisers of radio sta¬ 
tion CKLG. . 

Rouck quoted counsel for 
CUPE as saying the strike 
was economic warfare where 
the object of the company 
was to reduce the employees 
to poverty and the object of 
the- employees was to 
bankrupt the company. 

“In reply to the economic 
warfare submission, I do not; 
ihink it should be understood 
by anyone that this court or 
the law which it applies in 
any way adopts that ar¬ 
gument as a valid proposi¬ 
tion.” the judge said. 

“A strike may amount to an 
economic contest but it should 
not be characterized as war¬ 
fare. This kind of description 
tends to inflame emotions that 
are already at the breaking 
point.” 

Bouck described the dispute 
as a bitter one and said that 
like any quarrel there is prob¬ 
ably fault on both sides “but 
the community and the law 
expects these differences to 
be resolved through peaceful 
means even though that may 
•{ not happen instantaneously." 

Employees of CKLG who 
are members of CUPE went 
on strike for a first contra rt 
Feb. 1.

WASHINGTON (UPt) - 
The 83-ycar-old tribal chief of 
(he Kniwetok people is ap¬ 
pealing lo U.S. Congress In 
rid their Pacific atoll home of 
radiation dangers so they ran 
return to (heir lives as fisher¬ 
men after nearly 30 years of y 
exile. 

The linked States moved 
about 150 natives off Kniwetok 
in 1947 to the island of Ice¬ 
land. 150 miles away, in order 
lo conduct more than 40 nu¬ 


clear tests on Kniwetok in the 
ensuing decade. It now would 
lake more than $50 million to 
make Kniwetok habitable 
again. 

Even if all the 438 living 
Kniwetokese returned to their 
native atoll, that would mean 
an expenditure of more than 
$100,000 per person over a 
three year period. 

Chief Iroi.j Johannes Peter 
faces an uphill fight with a 
cost-conscious congress, but 


the house and senate have In¬ 
dicated sympathy with hu¬ 
manitarian appeals and the 
chief's plea is both simple and 
sentimental. 

At a little-noticed meeting 
last Friday of the senate 
armed services subcommittee 
on military construction, the 
tribal chief presented chair¬ 
man Stuart Symington with a 
beautifully-carved model of 
an outrigger canoe. 

Symington, who visited the 


atoll in 1948, seemed touched. 
Then he subjected the chief 
and his associates to 15 min¬ 
utes of tough grilling. 

The chief acknowledged It 
would take time to revive ag 
nculture on Kniwetok and u 
would l>e necessary to import 
food. Rut he denied implica¬ 
tions the young Kniwetok pen 
pie are not interested in going 
hack to the isolated island. 

"We still want to return al 
though parts of the atoll will 
lie uninhabitable." he said.

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Penalty-deterrent 


VU7HETHER THE COURTS start imposing stif- 
W f er penalties as a deterrent against “drink¬ 
driving” as suggested in a report out of Ottawa 
recently remains to be seen. Figures on alcohol in¬ 
volvement in accidents on B.C. roads as detailed in 
the annual report of the highways department ta¬ 
bled in the legislature the other day, certainly 
point to the need for more drastic measures. 

In the 12-month period, November 1, 1973, to 
October 31, 1974, there were 518 fatal highway 
accidents in which 625 people lost their lives. In 228 
of the accidents alcohol had been consumed by one 
or more of the parties involved. One hundred and 
fifty-six of them were impaired in various degrees, 
and 72 were what is commonly referred to as being 
“right out of it” on booze. 

The report doesn’t go into the numbers of im¬ 
bibers who somehow are getting away with mixing 
of drink with driving, but a day-to-day scanning of 
court cases gives a fair idea of the thousands who 
have luck riding with them. 

Seldom are maximum penalties imposed, 
though, and with fatality statistics seemingly not 
having any great effect, tougher treatment of the 
“escapers” before alcohol catches up with them is 
in order. 

A recent Supreme Court of Canada ruling 
makes it difficult for second offenders in impaired 


driving cases to escape jailing. “Conditional dis¬ 
charges” in such cases are ruled out by the high 
court decision. 

This is all to the good, but first offenders can 
be sentenced to jail terms too and now might be the 
time for use of this provision of the Criminal Code. 
The maximum penalty for the initial breath-test 
conviction is three months in jail together with a 
$500 fine. 

It is obvious the courts are being too lenient 
with the drinking driver whose life is not the only 
one that is endangered by his consumption of alco¬ 
hol. This should be first and foremost in the sen¬ 
tencing for impairment. All too often the innocent 
is the victim. 

Tire traffic safety campaigning that goes on to 
awaken drivel's to the madness of drinking while 
driving obviously isn’t getting results, and penalty- 
deterrent would seem to be the most effective way 
to meet the problem. 

Same additional deterrents might be written 
into the laws, too, like one that recently was passed 
by state legislators in nearby North Dakota. 
Judges there have been empowered to impound 
vehicles of drinking drivers for the period of their 
licence suspensions, with the impoundment costs 
charged to them. 


Municipal income tax 


•yHE NEW DEMOCRATIC PARTY government of 
1 Premier Ed Schreyer in Manitoba has set an 
example which other provincial administrations 
can disregard only at some politic^ peril. It has 
given Manitoba municipalities an additional, and 
better, tax base. 

British Columbia’s NDP government has tied 
Increased provincial aid for the municipalities this 
year to a share of the profits from higher export 
prioes for natural gas, with $20 million guaranteed. 
The municipal taxpayers are not likely to notice 
any benefits, since the government has broken with 
past practice and not raised its per-capita grants 
this year, and since school tax rates are going up 
sharply and the costs of local and regional govern¬ 
ment also are ascending. 

Spokesmen for the municipalities seem to be 
almost unanimous in wishing Premier David Bar¬ 
rett’s government would give them some other 
source of revenue to ease the load of property taxa¬ 
tion — a base not connected with a limited re¬ 
source like natural gas, and one that quickly and 
equitably reflects the changing times: higher in¬ 
comes, inflation, the lot. This line of reasoning 
leads almost inevitably to a share of income tax. 

A share of income tax is just what the Mani¬ 
toba government has decided to give the municipal¬ 
ities: two percentage points of provincial personal 
income tax and one point of corporate income tax 
beginning next year, the taxes to be levied by the 
municipalities but collected for them by the prov¬ 
ince. 

It must be acknowledged here that compari¬ 
sons can be unfair, unless all pertinent factors are 


taken into consideration. All taxes come more or 
less, sooner or later, with different degrees of pain, 
from the same reluctant hands. (Manitobans, for in¬ 
stance, pay their provincial government the 
highest rates of personal and corporate income 
taxes in Canada, and British Columbians and On- 
tarions the lowest, and this alone may invalidate to 
some extent a comparison of provincial "aid” to 
municipal taxpayers. 

With this reservation, however, it is of interest 
to apply the Manitoba changes in taxing power to 
British Columbia’s estimates for this year and to 
find that the increased revenue for the municipal¬ 
ities would amount not to $20 million but to $66 
million. 

Perhaps a more cogent point in favor of in¬ 
come tax sharing, in any case, is that this tax is 
most closely related to ability to pay, and to the 
state of the economy. Thus Premier Barrett was 
able to report in his last budget speech that higher 
wages for more people and buoyant business were 
bringing in far more money than he had expected a 
year earlier. 

It’s a pity that all his mistakes have not been 
of such pleasant consequence for the government 
and people of British Columbia. Apart from depart¬ 
mental overspending, there’s the matter of the In¬ 
surance Corporation of B.C. deficit of more than 
S36 million (which makes a mockery of “cheaper” 
insurance) and the prospect of a $100 million 
shortfall in budgeted stumpage payments from the 
forest industry. Mr. Barrett could be in an embar¬ 
rassing position this year. Even so, the Manitoba 
example can hardly be ignored. 



Confusion over Vietnam 


A decade of deceptions 


It’s a bit late in the day for 
U.S. Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger to publicly accuse 

the Soviet Union and China of 
having helped North Vietnam 
make mockery of the cease¬ 
fire agreements in Indochina. 

Not only has Kissinger’s bit¬ 
ter denunciation of the key 
role of the two major Commu¬ 
nist powers in wrecking his 
peace efforts in Southeast 
Asia come too late, but it 
didn’t touch the core of his 
own culpability for the In¬ 
dochina tragedy, namely the 
mis judgments, fatal errors, 
self-delusions, pretences and 
utter phoniness of the whole 
detente policy. 

For if. as Kissinger now 
admits, Moscow and Peking 
clearly had no intention to 
honor a detente deal in South¬ 
east Asia and deliberately 
wrecked the Paris Ceasefire 
Accords by supplying Hanoi 
aims for t h e final offensive, 
they cannot be expected, let 
alone trusted, to treat other 
detente arrangements any 
better. 

Besides, the Soviet-Chinese 
involvement in Hanoi’s mock¬ 
ery of the ceasefire agree¬ 
ments is only the latest man¬ 
ifestation of a systematically 
pursued Communist strategy 
of protracted conflict, which 
in Indochina happened to run 
into tough resistance.

for blocking or breaking any 
collective resistance to their 
expansion pressures. The cau¬ 
tion paid off: The UN never 
considered collective defence 
against cover aggression. And 
by the time North Vietnam¬ 
ese regulars surfaced in the 
neighboring countries in regi- 
mental and divisional 
strength, Communist psychol¬ 
ogical warfare techniques 
have succeeded in turning 
self-evident facts upside 
down. By now it’s not just 
fashionable but obligatory in 
"progressive'’ circles to por¬ 
tray the U.S., which alone 
came to t h e rescue of the 
attacked countries, as the 
aggressor. 


American foreign policy 
compounded the confusion by 
trying to contain the Commu¬ 
nist attack in Indochina while 
at the same time professing 
to make genuine and work¬ 
able co-operation deals with 
the instigators and backers of 
the attack. The ordinary 
American found it difficult 
(and eventually impossible) 
to understand why he should 
support a policy which tries to 
fight Communist expansion 
and clinks champagne glasses 


with its leader at the same 
time. 

Nor could the American sol¬ 
dier quite comprehend (and 
therefore fight effectively) a 
no-win war in whiqh the 
enemy not only could not be 
attacked on his own territory 
but was deriving considerable 
benefits from his backers’ 
"detente” with the U.S. and 
the other industrial democra¬ 
cies. 

The monumental confusion 
and demoralization that now 
paralyzes the United States 
and die whole Western World 
is thus tlie product of at least 
a whole decade of self- 
delusions and deceptions ped¬ 
dled by opportunistic politi¬ 
cians, and not Just of a sud¬ 
den Communist smothering of 
the farcical ceasefire Kis¬ 
singer concocted in Paris in 
1973. 

By restricting his belated 
admission of Russian antLChi- 
nese duplidty to the pretence 
of armistice (for which he 
was awarded one half of the 
Nobel Peace Prize), Kissinger 
is avoiding the much larger 
issue of Communist use of 
"detente” for rendering the 
democracies impotent to op¬ 
pose and contain totalitarian 
expansion anywhere in the 


world. He is also providing a 
new rationale for still not fac¬ 
ing the true dimensions and 
acuteness of our peril. 

By creating the impression 
that Indochina may have been 
a special case which does not 
affect the assumptions of big 
power detente he is stretehing 
the excuses for not facing dis- • 
concerting facts until it will 
je too late. (The latest sell- 
delusion asserts that letting 
the Communists takq, what 
they want where it presum¬ 
ably does not matter and con¬ 
centrating on "selective de¬ 
tente” where it does — i.e., 
Western Europe and North 
America — will buy peace 
and security for the U.S.) 

Serious talk about such ar¬ 
rant nonsense indicates infi¬ 
nite capacity for self-decep¬ 
tion. It’s the legacy of a dec¬ 
ade of amoral politicians 
seeking popularity by lying to 
voters who wanted to hear 
comforting lies — a decade in 
which blind greed and de¬ 
moralization of wasteful afflu¬ 
ence, coupled with systematic 
subversion, set the freedom- 
abusing democracies on a 
self-destructive course. Aban¬ 
donment of Indochina to Com¬ 
munist aggression signals full 
speed ahead along that 
course.

The 

Pushed to the limit by the 
tragedy of Vietnam holding 
centre stage, Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger has 
nevertheless found time to 
work on a troubled area that 
could in the near future reach 
the crisis state. That is the 
Middle East where, with ne¬ 
gotiations broken down, the 
search is on for a new way to 
defuse the Arab-Israeli brink- 
of-war hostility. 

Since the collapse of his 
shuttle diplomacy, Kissinger 
has had at least one long ses¬ 
sion with Soviet Ambassador 
Anatoly Dobrynin. They 
talked of many aspects of the 
U.S.-Soviet detente including 
the Middle East. 

Dobrynin left the impres¬ 
sion that Moscow is interested 
in finding an alternative to 
what promises to be a long 
stalemate at Geneva. At that 
conference, Israel would be 
isolated confronting the Arab 
states with the Palestine Lib¬ 
eration Organization some¬ 
where in the picture. 

This confirms recent dis¬ 
patches out of Jerusalem tell¬ 
ing of Russian visitors taking 
soundings on the possibility of 
future relations with* Israel. 
Still highly tentative, this is 
considered a signal that Mos¬ 
cow wants to avoid a super¬ 
power confrontation. That is 
the line Kissinger means to 
explore further with Dobryn¬ 
in.

Returning with his hopes in 
ruin, the secretary told re¬ 
porters on his plane that 
Israel had more to lose than 
Egypt in the failure. This is 
said to be the explanation for 
the dark suspicion on the part 
of Israelis and friends of 
Israel in this- country that Kis¬ 
singer was the source of the 
charge. 

Beset by troubles abroad 
with the blame generally 
heaped on his head, Kissinger 
finds himself in the midst of 
an internal feud. While feud 
may be too strong a word, 
inspired news stories have 
had the president’s close ad¬ 
visers determined that Ford 
shall be his own foreign policy 
maker, drawing a line be¬ 


tween the White House and 
the state department. 

Whatever evidence there 
may be for this, and certain 
observers have overbeard 
Ford saying that he and not 
Kissinger is the president, it 
can only have further divisive 
and destructive consequences. 

As he has said several 
times before, Kissinger told 
the American Society of 
Newspaper Editors he has no 
intention of resigning. And the 
president has assured the sec¬ 
retary of state that he wants 
him to stay on through 1976. 

For sheer survival, Kis¬ 
singer deserves the award of 
bureaucratic infighter first 
class. In the Nixon White 
House, he was In the midst of 
a nest of vipers bent on des¬ 


troying him. In order to sur¬ 
vive, he resorted to the tac¬ 
tics of his enemies with wire¬ 
lapping sanctioned if not or¬ 
dered by the then adviser on 
national security affairs. 

In the long and anguished 
effort to bring about "peace 
with honor” and the with¬ 
drawal of U.S. troops from 
Vietnam, Kissinger made 
many compromises. The cost 
of those compromises is tragi¬ 
cally apparent today. 

What his enemies never 
come to grips with is who 
would take his place if he is 
forced out and what kind of 
foreign policy a successor 
might follow in the remaining 
20 months of the Ford ad¬ 
ministration. For the policy is 
the president’s policy and it 
will not be transformed by a 
new secretary of state.

Just as North Korea before 
it, North Vietnam would not 
have been able to launch and 
sustain its campaign of con¬ 
quest without the backing of 
the entire Soviet Woe and 
Mao’s China. Moscow and 
Peking are thus responsible 
not only for the mockery of 
the 1973 Paris Peace Accords 
(which Kissinger’s cave-in to 
pressures for unilateral

On Parliament Hill there Is 
a select group of 10 men and 
women known as parliamen¬ 
tary interns. These young peo¬ 
ple have been chosen from all 
across Canada to come to the 
national capital to serve an 
apprenticeship In the political 
system. 

The program originated six 
years ago from a discussion 
between Alfred Hales, the 
highly respected former MP 
for Wellingtoij, and the Cana¬ 
dian Political Science Associ- 
tion. They agreed that a pro¬ 
gram of "understudy” would 
be useful, and approached the 
Donner (CDN) Foundation for 
financial assistance. Seed 
money was provided to pay 
each successful applicant six 
thousand dollars bursary. At 
the end of the initial three- 
year period, the cost, now 
$ 7 . 20(1 each to compensate for 
the imposition of income tax, 


The need for NORAD renewal

From time to time a Soviet party settles dowTi in the Cana¬ 
dian Arctic and it is NORAD, the joint United States-Canadian 
North American Defence Command, that advises the Canadian 
authorities about the presence of these uninvited guests. 
NORAD secures such intelligence from United States satellites 
that, as a space surveillance officer has put it, "cannot read 
your licence plate but can tell what make and model of car you 
are driving.” Thus information about events taking place in the 
Arctic is one of the benefits Gmada derives from the 17-year- 
old genuinely co-o|x>rative NORAD agreement that comes up 
fqg renewal in May. 

This biennial uncertainty about the future, built into the 
agreement by the Trudeau government, is causing considerable 
headaches to those who are professionally responsible for look¬ 
ing after Canada’s security. A senior government adviser in Ot¬ 
tawa recently stated that the first imperative of Canada's secu¬ 
rity is to remain on good terms with the United States. Yet the 
federal government has been reluctant to draw the necessary 
conclusions from this obvious axiom and renew the NORAD 
agreement for at least five years, or better still, for an indefi¬ 
nite period with the usual termination clause providing for, say, 
a year’s notice. Common sense and Canada’s security require¬ 
ments would demand this. But common sense appears to be a 
rare commodity In Ottawa w r here one hears a great deal about 
sovereignty and about the need to protect Canadian territory 
but where precious little is being done to turn these vague no¬ 
tions into practical propositions. 

The NORAD command at Colorado Springs, which with its 
incredibly sophisticated equipment tracks every man-made ob¬ 
ject in space — all 3,200 items now orbiting the earth — is able 
to provide a 35-minute warning to the prime minister of Canada 


and the president of the United States stapuld an intercontinen¬ 
tal ballistic missile be launched against this continent. In the 
event of a submarine-launched missile the warning would be 
only ten minutes, short yet sufficient for the two leaders to 
reach a decision. 

Without the availability of such warnings the deterrent, 
which by and large has maintained peace for some 30 years, 
would quickly lose Its credibility. Were we to walk out of 
NORAD we would not only weaken the deterrent that has 
served, us so well, but also deprive ourselves of specialized 
knowledge of development dn space, knowledge about the pres¬ 
ence of submarines in our waters and information about such 
minor matters as Soviet parties setting up light housekeeping 
in the Canadian Arctic. Moreover, we would do so at a time 
when the Soviet Union has been testing new sophisticated mis¬ 
siles (four new Soviet missiles have been tested since the sig¬ 
nature of the SALT I agreement), it being obvious that Russia 
is building new missiles to the full limit of SALT I and of the 
Vladivostok Agreement, both of which have given her quanti¬ 
tative advantages over the United States. 

Unfortunately the Canadian public remains largely un¬ 
aware of these developments, as it is of the Soviet fishing fleet, 
equipped with electronic sensors, fishing in our waters — in 
every sense of the term. Denied proper information, Hie public 
may be indifferent. However the government, which has been 
kept fully informed, cannot exploit this (indifference as an ex¬ 
cuse to downgrade yet another international agreement. Timas 
are too perilous for Canada to stand back, shrug her shoulders 
and say: “Count us out.” This is neither in our tradition nor in 
our interest. The NORAD agreement should be promptly re¬ 
newed, and renewed for an extended period.

Each year, about 150 excep¬ 
tional young graduates apply. 
The applications are screened 
by a selection board consist¬ 
ing of three members of the 
Political Science Association, 
the clerk of the House of Com¬ 
mons representing the MPs 
and more lately an ex-intern 
who understands the system 
from experience. Emphasis is 
placed on motivation along 
with interest in and under¬ 
standing of the political 
processes. 

The 25 most promising can¬ 
didates are brought to Ottawa 
for personal interviews, of 
whom 10 are selected. Half 
are assigned to the govern¬ 
ment party and the other five 
are divided among the Op¬ 
position; three with the PCs 
and one each with the NDP 
and Socred. 

The party whips have the 
final say as to which MPs wall 
be assigned interns but a gen¬ 
uine effort is made to match 
the interests. 

Midw-ay through the season, 
those who have been working 
with the Liberals are re-as¬ 
signed to the Opposition and 
vice versa. 

The tasks performed in the 
MPs’ offices are legion and 
depend almost entirely on the 
personality of the MP. It is 
not unusual to act as chauf¬ 
feur, speechwriter, resear¬ 
cher or constituency case 
worker. When Parliament 
was dissolved for the elections 
of 1972 and 1974, the interns 
were encouraged to participa¬ 
te. 

Some of the fringe benefits 
of "internship” include an 
early Indoctrination by of¬ 
ficers of the House, the chief 
electoral officer and repre¬ 
sentatives of the government 
and Opposition parties. The 
young people are also In¬ 
troduced to the prime min¬ 
ister, the chief justice and the 
leader of the Opposition. 

Later on during the year 
they have the opportunity to 
visit the Ontario and Quebec 
legislatures when they are in 
session, to see the U.S. 


Congress as guests of the 
state department and to visit 
Westminster as observers of 
the mother of Parliaments. 
This year the will also visit 
Paris as an extension of the 
London trip. There is a grow¬ 
ing opinion, however, that 
they travel too much to the 
neglect of their primary re¬ 
sponsibility as MPs’ aides. 

Most of the interns I talked 
to felt that the program was 
first class. "We all enjoy it,” 
said Cheryl Crane, who works 
with Nova Scotia MP Elmer 
MacKay. "We’ll learn a lot 
and get some experience in 
administrative procedure as 
well as who to contact to get 
things done.” Gary Caplan 
echoed the sentiment. "It is 
probably the best thing I have 
ever done,” he said. "The 
program is extremely well 
put together.” 

Meanwhile, Interns develop 
a greater respect for politi¬ 
cians. They observe at first 
hand the long hours and 
grinding detail. 

The most significant 
weakness in the program, ac¬ 
cording to Greg Fyffe, a vet¬ 
eran from its first year who 
works in the office or Ged 
Baldwin, PC House leader, is 
the mid-year,switch from one 
party to the other. Just when 
you build a rapport with an 
MP and learn his idiosyn- 
cracies, it is time to move. 

Peter Washburn disagrees. 
He thinks rapport depends on 
the individuals and has had 
no problem adjusting or gain¬ 
ing access to the Liberal and 
PC members he has worked 
with. 

The consensus, however, Is 
that the program is good for 
everyone involved. Each in¬ 
tern must write a mini-thesis 
on some aspect of parliamen¬ 
tary work and these are depo¬ 
sited in the parliamentary li¬ 
brary. A substantial body of 
original research is being ac¬ 
cumulated. 

Even more important is the 
growing number of young peo¬ 
ple who are returning to aca¬ 
demic life or entering journal¬ 
ism or politics with the In¬ 
sight bom In first-hand expe¬ 
rience. The participants bene¬ 
fit and so does Canada.

to heal rift in Cyprus

The search for peace In 
troubled Cyprus shifts this 
week to Vienna as leaders of 
the Greek and Turkish- 
Cypriot communities open 
talks on a political settlement. 

The meeting will be their 
first since the Turkish- 
Cypriots accentuated the pola- 
cal division in mid-February 
by proclaiming a separate 
Turkish state in the rich 
northern 40 per cent of the 
Island. 

That area, much of it for¬ 
merly owned by Greek- 
Cypriots, has been in Turkish- 
hands since the Turkish main¬ 
land army invaded the Medi¬ 
terranean island last July in 
the political upheaval that fol¬ 
lowed the ouster of Archbish¬ 
op Makarios, the Greek- 
Cypriot president. Makarios 
since has returned to power 
but the Turks remain in con¬ 
trol of the northern lands. 


But the Turks" since have let 
it be known through diplomat¬ 
ic channels that they are pre¬ 
pared to make territorial 
concessions, giving up some 
of the occupied lands, in ex¬ 
change for an agreement. 

★ ★ ★ 

Formidable problems would 
have to be solved, including 
the division of power between 
the two separate states if a 
federation were formed and 
the specific areas the two 
states would occupy. 

By virtue of their occupa¬ 
tion of the northern 40 per 
cent of the island, the Tur- 


kish-Cypriots — who make up 
only 18 per cent of the island’s 
620,000 population — now con¬ 
trol more than 70 per cent of 
the agricultural and mineral 
wealth. 

In addition, the proclama¬ 
tion of a separate state left 
homeless 180,000 Greek- 
Cypriots who either 'fled to 
other areas of the island or 
were ousted when the Turkish 
army took over their lands. 

Those and a host of other 
problems must be solved by 
the Vienna negotiators before 
an agreement can be struck.

The Vienna talks, which 
may last some weeks, will be

The Turkish-Cypriots, cons¬ 
cious of their strength with a 
40.000-man army to support 
them, wanted to deal directly 
with the Greek-Cypriot lead¬ 
ers in Nicosia, the capital of 
Cyprus. The Greeks, equally 
conscious erf their weakness, 
wanted the talks held at the 
UN, with the secretary- 
general presiding.

Vienna, with Waldheim pre¬ 
siding for the first week of 
talks, was selected as a com¬ 
promise. 

In proclaiming a separate 
state, the Turkish-Cypriots of¬ 
fered to become equal 
partners with a similar 
Greek-Cypriot state within a 
federation. The Greeks 
shunned the offer, arguing 
that they would be negotiating 
with a gun at their heads so 
long as the Turkish arriiy re¬ 
mained on the island.

The sudden ending of nearly 20 years of 
bitter hostility between Iran and the Arab 
state of Iraq has raised another grave threat 
to Israel’s security in the Middle East. 

The most immediate effect of the recent, 
unexpected rapprochement was the collapse 
of the 14-year Kurdish fight for independence 
from Iraqi domination. The Kurds had de¬ 
pended heavily on Iran, the modem name for 
Persia, as a secure base for which to regroup 
periodically for fresh attacks on the Iraqi 
regular forces in the mountainous northern 
region of Iraq. 

The Kurds have since been granted 
amnesty by Iraq and havo been turning in 
their weapons and surrendering peacefully 
by the thousands. ’Hieir war is effectively 
over. But for Israel, the trouble may be just 
beginning. For years, the Israelis have been 
supplying the Kurds with heavy shipments of 
fairly modem arms through Iran, whose hos¬ 
tility to Iraq was fuelled by a long-standing 
border dispute. 

★ ★ ★ . 

Israel’s motive was to keep the Kurdish 
rebellion at full steam, thus effectively tying 
down the bulk of the Iraqi regular forces, 
whose anti-Jewish fanaticism is second only 
to Syria’s. 

Now, with the Kurdish sideshow over, 
rougiily 100,000 Iraqi regulars are free to 
move down through Syria — where their sup¬ 
port would be welcomed — to the Golan 
Heights whenever Arab strategy against 
Israel requires their presence. 


Even more threatening is that the Iran- 
Iraq handshake means that the shah of Iran 
might be open to persuasion to shut off his oil 
supplies to Israel in any new Arab-Israeli 
war and cut the oil pipeline to Elath, Israel 
which carries supplies for Europe. 

The reasons for the sudden display of 
goodwill between Iran and Iraq still are not 
entirely clear. The shah continues to harbor 
an intense dislike for the Iraqi brand of so¬ 
cialism and for its pro-Soviet policies. 

★ ★ ★ 

But there is a good deal of mutal advan¬ 
tage to both countries in developing friendly 
relations. Both have engaged in big pro¬ 
grams of social reform, spending billions of 
dollars from their oil revenues on Industrial 
and agricultural development, money which 
otherwise would have been largely devoured 
in military expenditures. 

Their new-found reconciliation also en¬ 
ables the Organization of Petroleum Export¬ 
ing Countries (OPEC), of which both are 
leading members, to present a far more con¬ 
vincing united front in its negotiations with 
consumers. 

The advantages to Iraq are monumental. 
Not only is it freed from the Kurdish threat 
but it can get on with the job of patching up 
its relations with some of Iran's important 
allies, such as Saudi Arabia, as well, and 
play a much more influential role in the fu¬ 
ture development of Middle East politics. 

Only the Israelis and the Kurds 6eem to 
have suffered major setbacks and the men¬ 
ace to Israel seems by far the greatest.

Speaker clarifies 


procedural action 


Your report (April 19) states that Mr. Phillips called for 
“suspension” of the rules in order to have an emergency 
debate and that the Speaker overruled the motion on the 
grounds the^matter was not urgent. The report is, however, 
in error in saying that on a vote the Chair was sustained on 
this ruling. No vote can in all propriety occur since the 
Speaker is granted full discretion in deciding the "urgency of 
debate” in these applications. 

Where there is such discretion under the rules for the 
Speaker to decide, as here, on the “urgency of debate” his 
opinion is not reversible by the House. To take another exam¬ 
ple: his discretion is not appealable when he is called upon to 
decide "that the question be now put.” Since 1882 in the Brit¬ 
ish House and in our own Standing Orders, a majority in the 
House cannot prevent or force either closure or emergency 
debate except upon the condition that the Speaker’s opinion 
has first been expressed and his consent obtained. 

If it were otherwise, it would be simple for any member 
on the majority side to block any emergency debate by 
challenging the Chair whenever an emergency motion is ac¬ 
cepted by the Speaker. Last session an emergency debate on 
the B.C. Railway shutdown met the test Speakers have to 
apply. 

I trust this will clarify the reason why no appeal takes 
place on these discretionary responsibilities of the Chair and 
why none was taken April 18 as Hansard clearly shows.

You have unleashed a menace among the populace, a 
menace far more vicious than ravening dogs. By granting au¬ 
thority to Domestic Animal Protection Officers (DAPOs for 
brevity’s sake, no slight implied or to be inferred) to kill 
unlicensed dogs on sight if in unorganized territory, you have 
given tacit consent to any trigger-happy person to wreak dis¬ 
tinction upon innocent pets and, in the process, to injure and 
possibly kill equally innocent people. 

If a DAPO can get close enough to a d< * to ascertain 
whether or not it is wearing a licence tag, he close enough 
to use other methods of capture. 

That roaming dogs can be and often are a menace, I am 
only too well aware, but blanket authority to DAPOs to kill on 
sight will, I am convinced, do more harm than good. DAPOs, 
in the exercise of that authority will lie killing licenced dogs, 
probably even on the property of their owners, while others, 
if access can be had to a firearm will assume that author¬ 
ity without restriction to unorganized territory. 

You cannot but have overreached your prerogatives in 
this matter, and must, therefore revoke the sanction to 
DAPOs to kill on sight before harm is done, for which you, 
Mr. Rhode^, should be held directly and personally re¬ 
sponsible.

"There is a significant dif¬ 
ference,” he said in an inter¬ 
view the other day, “between 
a dictatorship of the right, 
under which Portugal has 
lived, and a dictatorship of 
the left, in the direction of 
which Portugal now appears 
to be moving. 

“It does seem with right- 
wing dictatorships that oc¬ 
casions arise when it is possi¬ 
ble for the rascals in power to 
be thrown out. When you look 
at the left, it seems to be ter- 
ribly difficult to throw the ra¬ 
scals out. 

“Once you get the party or 
the group in power in commu¬ 
nist societies, once the party 
has nationalized property on a 
wholesale scale and seized the 
lever of powers, including 
radio, press, TV and the arts, 
there is no record that gives 
hope that that party can be 
thrown out and Its political 
and economic structure aban¬ 
doned. 

“We think of communism to 
a great extent as an economic 
system, but It represents a 
politiqal system as well, and 
the two are very closely inter¬ 
connected. Indeed, it may be 
more important as an innova¬ 
tion in politics than in eco¬ 
nomics. What is involved in 
effect is a new technology of 
power, which has turned out 
to be fantastically successful. 

“Communism provides an 
ideology through which the 
group in power can virtually 
blot out almost every conven¬ 
tional kind of opposition. 

“As it nationalizes property, 
it eliminates the middle class 
as a source of opposition. The 
government becomes the em¬ 
ployer of all workers, directly 
or indirectly. 

“No section of the popula¬ 
tion willing to oppose the gov¬ 
ernment can find an economic 
base on which to support po¬ 
litical opposition. It is gone. 

“Furthermore, you have a 
govemrrfent monopoly of edu¬ 
cation, communication and 
means of production, not to 
mention control of the armed 
forces. 

“I sometimes feel that the 
development of this technol¬ 
ogy of power is an event of 
importance in this century, 
which can be compared with 
the emergence of mechanical 
technology in the industrial 
revolution. 

"It has had a fantastic suc¬ 
cess; at last figures more 
than one billion people lived 
in countries controlled by the 
communists. 

“So far, there is no exairmle 
of reversal where a commu¬ 
nist government has come to 
power and carried out its eco¬ 
nomic and political program 
and has then been upset. 

“If T had to characterize the 
qualities which account for 
this, fantastic expansion of 
power. I would include persis¬ 
tence high on tfie list. I would 
also include ruthlessness.” 

But is it not a telling fact 
that the western countries, 
overlooking current difficul¬ 
ties, have a more effective 
economic system? 

“The communist economic 
system is viable,” Bergson, 
author of a number of books 
on the Soviet economy, re¬ 
plied. “After all, the Russians 
may not be as prosperous as 
they might be if they had 
more private enterprise, but 
at least up to today this does 
not seem to be a serious 
weakness in the position of 
power groups in the Soviet 
Union. _

Broken promises 
litter Vietnam

The Vietnam countryside Is Uttered 
w ith broken promises. 

Some were made In naive overcon¬ 
fidence, spoken by generals and bureau¬ 
crats who beUeved success could be plot¬ 
ted on a graph or compUed on a monthly 
statistical form. Others were spoken as 
Idle words, attempting to Justify a war 
full of contradictions and one that in¬ 
creasingly made little sense. 

This was the war In which “winning 
hearts and minds” was mentioned in the 
same breath with “enemy body counts,” 
where village* were destroyed to be 
saved, where a man running for pres¬ 
ident of the United States returned home 
from the battlefroot, pondered what the 
generals had told him and decided he 
had been brainwashed. 

To the long-suffering 19 million people 
of South Vietnam, both sides made a 
promise that neither could keep — that 
of protection. Support us, the people 
were told, and we wUl offer you safety 
and security, something millions of pea¬ 
sants cared about far more than any po- 
UticaJ ideology. But It was as though the 
people, like the villages, had to be de¬ 
stroyed to be saved. 

★ ★ ★ 

When North Vietnam captured Hue in 
the 1968 Tet offensive, one of Its first 
acts of business was the execution of 
2,800 persons, many of them school¬ 
teachers and low-echelon city officials. It 
w as the grossest of many terrorism acts 
against civilians throughout the war that 
made one wonder exactly what North 
Vietnam meant by “liberation of the peo¬ 
ple.” 


And when South Vietnam abandoned 
province after province without a fight 
last month. It is difficult to believe much 
thought had been given to the welfare 
and security of the people as generals 
abandoned their units In the middle of 
the night and soldiers battled civilians 
for a place on evacuation ships. 

Not too many years ago, the Saigon 
government and its U.S. advisers came 
up with something cadled the hamlet 
evaluation system. Each month military 
briefers would announce that, say, 91.2 
per cent of the population now lived in 
secure areas, a slight Increase over the 
previous month. 

Exactly bow these figures w r ere deter¬ 
mined was never too clear. But com¬ 
bined with enemy body counts and the 
volume of artillery shot and bombs 
dropped and search-and-destroy missions 
conducted, they somehow were supposed 
to show that the South was winning the 
war. 

They ignored, of course — as did the 
promise. Implied or pledge, of additional 
military aid — that money cannot buy 
determination. Leadership cannot be 
plotted on a graph. No monthly statis¬ 
tical form can reflect the war¬ 
weariness of a people or the will of its 
soldiers to resist. 


For perhaps the first time in the war, 
the confident voices of the past are 
speaking in terms of realities instead of 
hope. South Vietnam is sliding toward 
the first peace it has known in 30 years, 
and a day when there is no light at the 
end of the tunnel. Soon there will be no 
more promises to make or break.

PARIS i Reuter) — France 
has lost contact with its belea¬ 
guered embassy in Phnom 
Penh and has appealed to the 
United Nations to intervene to 
rescue the 610 French and 
foreign refugees packed in the 
embassy-for.

They, said communications 
with the embassy in the Cam¬ 
bodian capital were cut Satur¬ 
day when there were 515

amid unconfirmed reports 
that some of them ha\e 
caught dysentery. 

There was no confirmation 
of the dysentery reports here. 
But the French government 
has repeatedly appealed to 
the Khmer Rouge to allow 
fresh food, water and medical 
supplies into the budding. 

Officials here said the 95 
foreign refugees included na¬ 
tionals from India, Pakistan, 


the Soviet Union and Fast 
Germany, although the list 
was incomplete. 

British and U.S. journalists 
and a British medical team 
are also thought to be in the 
embassy. 

There also was no word 
from Phnom Penh as to the 
fate or whereabouts of former 
premier Long Bo ret .and other 
leaders of the deposed govern¬ 
ment, some of whom the 
Khmer Rouge once said were 
marked for death. 


Phnom Penh Pwadio instead 
carried a statement, under 
Khmer Rouge leader Khiu 
Samphan's signature, that a 
"special national congress" of 
the Cambodian Liberation 
Movement had decided unani¬ 
mously to maintain Sihanouk 
as chief of state. 

The broadcast shed little 
light on other developments In 
Cambodia, including what 
sort of political organization 
was being set up to run the 
country.

TORONTO (CP) •- RCMP 
Commissioner M. J- Nadon 
has turned down a request by 
the Toronto-based RCMP ser¬ 
geants' mess for improve¬ 
ments in the force’s pension 
plan and said he considers the 
approach a personal affront. 

In a letter to all 15 RCMP 
divisions, the commissioner 
rejected the premise that pen¬ 
sion inadequacies or low 
morale were factors in early 
retirements from the force. 

The pension proposals were 
contained in a memorandum 
to the commissioner en¬ 
titled The Crisis Within 
which alleges the force is los¬ 
ing senior officers to other 
forces and private industry. 

The memorandum, pre¬ 
pared by tiie Toronto division 
mess, estimated that the 
average RCMP retirement is 
after 23 years’ service and 
proposed that those who re¬ 
main on the force 35 years re¬ 
ceive a pension equal to 100 
per cent of salary. 

In his reply. Commissioner 
Nadon described the present 
tension plan as “the envy of 
100,000 federal government 
employees and probably 
every other police force in 
Canada." 

He blamed early retir¬ 
ements on limited promo¬ 
tional opportunities within the 
force, the availability of hrigh- 
paying job opportunities else¬ 
where, original intention of 
many recruits to serve only 20 
or 25 years and the likelihood 
of transfers. 

He also said "they have a 
right -to do so. How many 
other police forces permit a 
member to take voluntary 
pension at 20 years’ service?" 

Commissioner Nadon said 


that under the present plan a 
Mountie can get a 70-per-cent 
pension after 35 years’ service 
which will be indexed to the 
consumer price index. 

“I am not aware that other 
police forces, or the private 
sector, offers 100-per-cent 
pensions at 35 years’ ser¬ 
vice." 

The commissioner said he 
was certain the submission 
was made "with the best of 
intentions, but I am con¬ 
cerned with the negative atti¬ 
tudes expressed.’’ 

"One would get the impres¬ 
sion that service in the force 
is a terrible thing, but some¬ 
thing that can be tolerated if 
the financial benefits are suf¬ 
ficient.” 

A statement in the memo¬ 
randum attacking "the appar¬ 
ent apathy” of the RCMP to¬ 
ward pension improvements 
was "an indictment of me and 
. . . every officer who works 
long and hard with no plau¬ 
dits but a great deal of criti¬ 
cism to improve the lots of 
every member of this force.'’ 
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There are a few things 
you should know about 
the rent increase limit. 


THE RULES: 


• Effective January 1,1975, residential 
rent increases are limited to 10.6% of 
the rent presently being charged. This 
rule applies to any dwelling containing 
two or more rented units, and will be 
administered by the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission.

• Tenants can legally refuse to pay any 
rent increase over the 10.6% limit, sub¬ 
ject to the exceptions specified in the 
legislation. Tenants cannot be evicted 
for non payment of Illegal rent 
increases. 

• There must be at least a twelve 
month interval between one rent 
Increase and the next, and tenants 
must be given at least three months’ 
notice of any rent increase. 

• Notice of Rent Increase forms, sup¬ 
plied to landlords by the Rent Review 
Commission, must be used. These are 
the only valid forms for notice of any 
residential rent increase.

SOME EXCEPTIONS: 

• Half» duplex, whan tha owner liv« In 
the other halt (or basement suite, when 
the owner lives in the remainder of the 
house) is exempt from the 10.6% limit. 

• Certain major renovations may 
entitle an owner to increase rents over 
the 10.6% limit. These improvements 
must have been started since May 3, 
1974, and do not include normal 
maintenance and repairs. Landlords 
may consult the Rent Review Commis¬ 
sion for details, particularly it planning 
renovations which might Justify rent 
increases. 

• Residential premises, except mobile 
home pads, being rented tor the first 
time on or after January 1, 1974, ara 
exempt from the 10.6% rent Increase 
limit for a period of five years. 

. Premises renting for more than $500 
per month are exempt from the 10.6% 
increase limit. 

• Mobile home pad rent increases may 
exceed 10.6%, but only If priorapproval 
is received from the Rent Review Com¬ 
mission.

In many deals, one party 
nets fleeced while the other is 
laughing all the way to the 
bank, but that’s not the case 
with the new $17.5 million 
igovernment building at Blan- 
shard and Courtnfey. 

Plans for the new five- 
storey office building, an¬ 


nounced last week by Public 
Works Minister William Han¬ 
ley, contain an agreement be¬ 
tween the city of Victoria and 
the provincial government 
with substantial benefits for 
bot® parties. 

The government got half the 
building site from the city at 
no direct charge. 

In return, the city will get 


540 underground parking 
spaces at no charge. 

That’s a good ttejal for both. 

The city owned five lots on 
the site and had planned to 
build a 600-stall parking 
garage to relieve the congest¬ 
ed street-parking conditions in 
the area. 

Through extensive negotia¬ 
tions with the-province, which 


B. C. to form corporation 
to run Princess Marguerite 


A new crown corporation 
will be created to operate the 
Princess Marguerite on the 
Viotoria-Seattle run, Re¬ 
sources Minister Robert Wil¬ 
liams said Monday.

Young said most of the 
stalLs will be use for hourly 
parking, rather than the “con¬ 
venience of people who park 
all day."

CUPE thinks offer’s dead but region says that isn’t so

Management and union of- 
licials involved in the Capital 
Region municipal .strike- 
lockout apparently have dif¬ 
ferent opinions on whether a 
settlement proposal agreed on 
last week is still alive. 

The area bargaining com* 
mittee of ihp Canadian Union 
of Public Employees met 
Mondci> afternoon, in the Af¬ 
termath of a Sunday rejection 
of the proposal hy its Esqui¬ 


mau local, and came lo the 
conclusion thal the offer has 
been withdrawn. 

Jim Walker, chairman of 
the union committee and pres¬ 
ident of the local representing 
the city outside workers, said 
the union understands the 
offer was conditional on ac¬ 
tion by both sides in dropping 
strike-lockoiit-relateri charges 

Implicit in the Esquimau lo¬ 
cal's rejection of the profsisal 
was a reaffirmation that it 
wants its charge that the mu¬ 


nicipality's lockout is illegal 
to. be heard by the l,abor Re¬ 
lations Board. 

"Now that Esquimau has 
rejected, our position is thal 
there is no offer." Walker 
said, adding that is (he in¬ 
terpretation given the union 
hy provincial mediator Clark 
Gilmour. 

Howev-pr. Capital Region 
Board chairman Jim Camp¬ 
bell. a spokesman for Ihe em¬ 
ployer's regional bargaining 
group, said Monday CUPE'* 


assumption thal a rejection 
hy one local means a rejec¬ 
tion by all locals is incorrect. 

Campbell explained the pro¬ 
posal was not really an offer, 
but a "position which both 
management and the union 
agreed to pul to their respec¬ 
tive bodies." 

II is pnssihle. Campbell 
said, that one of six jurisdic¬ 
tions involved could sign a 
contract with its local, while 
oiher councils or locals reject 
the package. 


Walker said if other local 
memberships are to vote on 
the proposal, Campbell's' in¬ 
terpretation should be given 
to the union in writing. 

With most members in at¬ 
tendance. the Esquimalt local 
voted hy a narrow ipargin to 
reject Hie proposal, which rp- 
p n r I e rl I y offers outside 
workers a $1.23 an hour .in¬ 
crease in the first year, bring¬ 
ing the base labor ralp to 
aboul $5.65 an hour. Increases 
for all outside and inside clas¬ 


sifications in the last year of 
the two-year package would 
be tied to increases in the cost, 
of living. The inside rate at 
the end of the first year would 
be between $600 and $650 a 
month, compared with the 
present average rate of $448 a 
month. 

The vote, conducted hy se¬ 
rve! ballot, wa* 35 to 32. Es¬ 
quimau local president 1 *arry 
Elannagan said, hut some 
members who had voted Sun¬ 
day to accept the proposal 


have since indicated they are 
happy with the vote. 

"There’s a tremendous soli¬ 
darity. surprisingly enough. 
It's a strange situation," 
Flannagan said. 

The proposed agreement to 
drop all dispute-related 
charges doesn’t apply to an 
action brought by the Greater 
Victoria school lmard against 
Ihe school janitors’ local aris¬ 
ing from mass picketing dur¬ 
ing the janitors' four-week 
strike. 


In a preliminary judgment 
on the action, Mr. Justice R 
A. Wootbon placed severe 
limits on picketing by the jan¬ 
itors at district schools, ruling 
that the Public Schools Act 
lakes precedence over the 
Labor Code, which normally 
govern* labor relations 
The union, joined by the 
R.C. Federation of t^abor, 
wants a final ruling on the 
case, claiming the interim 
judgment has profound Impli¬ 
cations for B.C. labor rela¬ 
tions.

A decision on hail was put 
off by Alder al least until 
Thursday when Hutchison rc- 
s|x>nded to Vause's refusal hy 
asking far three days to ob¬ 
tain subpoena^ for all police 
officers who took part in any 
surveillance of his clients. 

Before Friday nighl. Proulx 
was free on bail pending trial 
on a charge of extortion in 
connection with a Jan. 9 fake 
bomb incident at the Toronto- 
Dom inion Bank. Fort and 
Douglas. 

Hancock was free’ on bail 
pending trial oq a charge in a 
$571 holdup March 22 at the 
Beacon Drive-In, 126 Douglas, 
and was awaiting preliminary 
hearing on a charge of extor¬ 
tion in connection with a 
March 27 incident -involving 
manager Vincent Four! of 
Bank of Commerce in the 
Hillside plaza. 


The two were charged Sat¬ 
urday with conspiring be¬ 
tween April 1 and 25 to com¬ 
mit an armed robbery by rob¬ 
bing an employee of the li¬ 
quor store at 1310 Esquimalt.

This occurred 
largely because of weak in¬ 
dustrial production perform¬ 
ances by the U.S. and other 
major trade partners. 

"At: year-end the outlook for 
economic performance, and 
particularly real output in 
other industrial countries, 
was poorer in 1975 than the 
actual experience in 1974.”

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As in women’s liberation and cigarette advertising, the 
expression “You’ve come a long way baby” could apply 
equally to the price of coking coal in B.C. 

For instance, when Kaiser Resources signed its first con¬ 
tract for long-term delivery with Japanese steel companies in 
1968 the price per ton was $12.85 basic. Seven years later the 
basic price is $47 and going up — perhaps. 

The picture is becoming complicated. Australia’s govern¬ 
ment, which controls its coal exports, is now insisting on a 
price difference of only $7 from that paid American produc¬ 
ers and one of the latest deals with U.S. companies calls for a 
price of $59.95 per ton. 

According to a recent edition of Asahi Evening News, one 
of the four Japanese English language newspapers of Tokyo 
and Osaka, Japanese steelmakers are saying that $47 is their 
top price. 

The Japanese say that if they pay more than $50 a ton for 
Australian and Canadian .coking coal, they would have to 
boost the domestic price W their products by a margin larger 
than the limit of $30 a ton. This limit has been designed to 
help level off the Japanese inflation rate and this seems to be 
actually working in some area of that country’s economy. 

The Australian resistance to accept $47 and wrest further 
concessions from Japan has forced a s-uspension of negotia¬ 
tions. according to Japanese steelmakers, the News, reports. 

The newspaper then goes on to say that Canadian coal 
exporters are waiting for a settlement on Australian coal. 
However, a Kaiser spokesman in Vancouver Monday saJid 
that that statement was not quite accurate so far as his com¬ 
pany was concerned. The $47 price, he said, was an interim 
price, as they saw it, and it has been agreed upon. 

Other Canadian firms, he added, have been in Japan 
recently and the results of their efforts will be reflected in 
Kaiser’s new agreement when it comes about. 

Australia and Canada supply about half of the coking coal 
Imported into Japan for steel production. The price negotia¬ 
tions will have great effect on the price of domestic steel 
products in Japan since .7 to .8 tons of coking coal are needed 
to produce a ton of steel. 

Kaiser's annual re|H>rt, out Monday, showed that the 
company which had suej^a rough start in its southeastern 
B.C. coal operations, reduced its debt by half in 1974. The 
company said Monday it paid off $17.3 million of its longterm 
debt ahead of its normal maturity and the debt has now been 
whittled down to $28.7 million. 

Hisao Makita, president of Nippon Kokan K.K., the com¬ 
pany which is trying to establish a steel mill in B.C. with the 
provincial government, said in Vancouver last week that Ca¬ 
nadian firms were in a good position to negotiate spot sales to 
Japan because of the current high prices in the U.S. 

Makita said that Japan buys about 10 million tons annual¬ 
ly on a spot basis in the U.S. and the total B.C. and Alberta 
sale to Japan amounts to only about 11 million tons per year. 

One other coal item of interest this week concerns the 
great big mountain of it in the Peace River called Quintette. 
Denison Mines Ltd. and its joint venture partner, World 
Resources Co., have reached agreement with Mitsui Mining 
Co. Ltd .and Tokyo Boeki Ltd. to spend another $3 million on 
studies, including environmental ones, on the Quintette prop¬ 
erty. 

Total thus spent will be $7.6 million and the company will 
be in a position to make a production decision in 1976. Subject 
to government approval, the property will be owned 38.25 per 
cent by Denison, 36.75 by World, 12.5 by Mitsui and Tokyo 
Boeki, .jointly. 

Previous programs have confirmed that underground 
hydraulic mining is feasible although plans call for both un¬ 
derground an surface mining to be carried out.

In the final three months 
last year, GNP showed its 
first real decline since the 
current cycle of business ex¬ 
pansion started in 1970. At the 
same time, residential con¬ 
struction slowed sharply and 
weakness in industrial pro¬ 
duction capacity became evi¬ 
dent, the review says.

BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 
— Flames and «moke clouded 
the sunny skies over the con¬ 
troversial Montjulch circuit 
Sunday after the worst disas¬ 
ter in Spain's auto racing his¬ 
tory. 

A wave of panic washed 
over the crowd of 100,000 after 
at least four died and another 
12 were seriously injured in a 
tragedy that racers and of¬ 
ficials said should have and 
could have been averted. 

The much-protested Spanish 
Grpnd Prix started innocently 
and cautiously over a course 
described by Brazilian world 
driving champion Emerson 


Fittipaldi as "too risky" and 
"dangerous." Fittipaldi with¬ 
drew his entry from th# raca 
Saturday, hours befor* death 
and destruction took over. 

On the dangerous Font Del 
Gat curve of the 29th lap, a 
car driven by West Ger- 
many’s Rolf Stommeten 
crashed into a protective bar¬ 
rier. burst into flames and 
ran into the crowd at a favor¬ 
ite vantage point of the fans. 

The dead included 21-year- 
old Italian-born photographer 
Mario DeRoia, who resided in 
Canada and was on free 
lance assignments for Toronto 
media. . 


The other victims, all 
Spanish, were Antonio Font, 
28; Andres Ruiz, 38, and Joa¬ 
quin Morea, a 50-year-okl fire¬ 
men on duty at the spot. 

The 12 injured in the ac¬ 
cident included Carmelo Vit¬ 
tore, an Italian journalist 
residing in Canada; Joseph 
George Bertolotti, an Italian 
press photographer residing 
in Munich, and Hans Jurgen, 
a West German reporter. Ber¬ 
tolotti was the only one re¬ 
ported in serious condition. 

Stommelen was reported 
Monday in serious but notV 
critical condition with multi¬ 
ple fractures and bums.

"We are going to buy Madison Square Garden lock, stock 
and barrel,” King promised. He said his group was offering

Olympic site work 
satisfies president 


Celtics taste own medicine

MONTREAL (CP) -- Lord 
Killanin, president of the In¬ 
ternational Olympic Commit¬ 
tee Monday affixed his stamp 
of approval on progress being 
made toward the completion 
of facilities for the 1976 sum¬ 
mer Olympics. 

But at the same time the 
Irish peer refused, during the 
bilingual news conference 
that followed his two-day in¬ 
spection tour of Olympic con¬ 
struction sites, to be drawn 
into outright declarations on 
several other topics connected 
with the Games. 

He admitted that the IOC 
had been worried earlier this 
year when a seven-week labor 
dispute had halted all con¬ 
struction work on the various 
sites. 

It was decided at an IOC 
meeting at Lausanne, Swit¬ 
zerland, in February, that be¬ 
cause of the construction 
problem and the rising costs 
which swelled the initial es¬ 
timated outlay to $653 million 
from the original $310 million 
budget figure, that the IOC 
would carry out periodic in¬ 
spections. 

Lord Killanln’s visit was the 
first of the series of on-the- 
spot examinations the IOC 
will conduct between now and 
opening day July 17,1976. 

The IOC president spent 
Saturday on a helicopter tour 
of outlying sites at Joliette, 
L’Acadie and Bromont — 
venues for the archery, shoot¬ 
ing, and equestriah events. He 
spent Sunday on foot touring 
the site of the main stadium, 
velodrome and Olympic Vil¬ 
lage, in the city’s East end. 

But the IOC president re¬ 
fused to dwell on the past. 

“I don’t want to talk of the 
past,” Lord Killanin said. "I 
want to speak of the future.” 

He said that while he is nei¬ 
ther an architect nor a con¬ 
tractor, he had been “sur- 
p r i ^e d ’ ’ by construction 
progress on the main stadium 
site and that everything there 
appeared to be moving ahead 
“according to plan.” 

* 4 1 was very much 
impressed with what I saw 
and there is no doubt in my 
mind — barring some world 
cataclysm — the Games will 
open on time next year,” 
Lord Killanin said, “if I were 
a Canadian, I’d be proud of 
the work that is going into 
this complex.” 

He also expressed satisfac¬ 
tion with progress being made 
at the Bromont, L’Acadie and 
Joliette sites, as well as the 
yachting facility currently 
under construction at King¬ 
ston, 175 miles west of Mon¬ 
treal.

stage the Games were not un¬ 
usual, Lord Killanin said. He 
said Munich, the host city for 
the Summer Games in 1972, 
had suffered construction 
problems one year before the 
Games were scheduled to get 
under way — especially with 
the roof for the main stadium. 

The IOC president said nei¬ 
ther the IOC nor the organiz¬ 
ing committee has control of 
escalating costs in this infla¬ 
tionary era, but that while 
some people regard the bur¬ 
geoning cost as exorbitant for 
the two-week Games’ period, 


most cities bidding for the 
Olympics look to the facilities 
built as long-term invest¬ 
ments. 

Killanin refused to discuss 
security ; said he was sure a 
solution will be found to the 
impasse existing between the 
organizing committee and the 
European Broadcasting Union 
for televising of the games; 
and said he still does not 
know what decision will be 
made about the recent appli¬ 
cation by China to re-enter 
the Olympics after an absence 
of 17 years.

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City pondering 
future of mall 


The future of Victoria’s pro¬ 
posed povemment Street 
mall has become the subject 
of wide-ranging speculation. 

While Mayor Peter Pollen 
said Monday the project may 
have to he cancelled, Aid. Mi¬ 
chael Young said the city 
may go one step further and 
build a real pedestrian mall, 
closed to all vehicle traffic. 

The mayor said the mail 
proposal may have to be de¬ 
ferred. scaled down, or even 
scrapped for financial rea¬ 
sons. 

Young admitted that the 
project might have to be de¬ 
ferred until next year, but he 
ruled out the possibility of 
killing it. 

Certain facts that have 
come to the attention of city 
council, Young said, may con¬ 
vince the aldermen to opt for 
a full mfell, rather than the 
proposed "semi-mall,” calling 
for the retention of two traffic 
lanes along Government. 

Those facts were relayed to 
members of council at a 
meeting Iasi week with pro¬ 
vincial government officials. 

They concern the govern¬ 
ment's plans for the so-called 
“legislative precinct." 

Young refused to divulge 
details of the plans because 
they were discussed “in con¬ 
fidence.” but he said they 
were sweeping enough to af- 
lect the Government Street 
mall proposal. 

The government’s plans, he 
said, would severely retard 
the movement of traffic 
through James Bay. 

"Why have a road (Govern¬ 
ment ) leading to the edge of 
James Bay?" Young asked. 

If the city decided to build a 


full mall, he said, there would 
probably be some provision 
for a shuttle bus service using 
Government Street, hut no 
full-scale transit service. / 

Construction on the "semi- 
mall” was to have started 
early this year, but the sched 
ulc has been interrupted by 
the civic strike-lockout. 

One of the problems of 
starting work on the mall 
after the strike is over is that 
the city might not be able to 
recover $300,000 from the fed¬ 
eral government. 

The federal contribution, 
roughly one-third of the total 
price tag, would have been 
"labor forgiveness” under Ot¬ 
tawa’s winter capital project 
fund. 

The federal fund covers 
only work done between Dec. 
31. 1974 and May 31. 1975. 
That would leave just Over a 
month, if the strike were set¬ 
tled this week. 

Meanwhile, there’s no in¬ 
dication whether the fund will 
still exist next winter.

Brown follows in Levi’s steps 


Ms. Brown 

. ‘good’ struggle 


VANCOUVER (CP) — 
Rosemary Brown has become 
the second NDP MLA to walk 
the picket line with striking 
employees bf radio station 
CKLG. 

Ms. Brown (NDP-Van- 
couver-Burrard) followed on 
the weekend in the footsteps 
of Human Resources Minister 
Norman Levi who two weeks 
ago raised a minor con¬ 
troversy by joining the picket 
line. 

Ms. Brown said she was not 
contravening an injunction 
restricting picketing to eight 
members of the Canadian 
Union of Public Employees, 


Local 686. because she had 
been appointed an "honorary 
agent" of the local. 

Local vice-president Mi¬ 
chael Morgan said the injunc¬ 
tion permits picketing by 
members "or their duly-ap¬ 
pointed agents" in the event 
there are fewer pickets than 
eight. Ms. Brown was such an 
agent, he said. 

Ms. Brown said she joined 
. the strikers because "I think 
their struggle is a good one." 

"It is amazing that in this 
day and age we have employ¬ 
ers that don’t accept the right 
of employees to join a bona-' 
fide union," she said. 


Socred says BCR extension 
leads to resource-rich area 


The union has been on 
strike since Feb. 1 for a first 
contract based on a concilia¬ 
tion report prepared by law¬ 
yer Hugh Ladner. The com¬ 
pany has rejected the terms, 
which would have provided 
$.500 a week for production an¬ 
nouncers and AM broad¬ 
casters with two years experi¬ 
ence. The two sides began 
talks Thursday and continued 
Friday. Morgan said Saturday 
that the status of the talks is 
"a delicate situation." 

Ms. Brown also criticized 
the Canadian Labor Relations 
Board, under whose jurisdic¬ 
tion the strike falls. She said 
the board has moved very 
slowly in seeking an end to 
the strike. 


She compared the CLRB 
with the old B.C. Labor Rela¬ 
tions Board before it was re¬ 
vamped by the NDP govern¬ 
ment. 

Ms. Brown said she joined 
the picket line of her own voli¬ 
tion and did not consult the 
party before doing so. 

Levi, Ms. Brown’s fellow 


MLA In Burrard, was cri¬ 
ticized by opposition members 
for his picket duty. They said 
he seemed to put the govern¬ 
ment on the side of the 
strikers. 

Levi has told the Legisla¬ 
ture he also was an honorary 
agent of Local 686-when he 
joined the line.

U.S. quits condom campaign 


Colonist - Newsdey Service 
WASHINGTON After two 
years of operation at a cost of 
about 3100.000. the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment has quietly aban¬ 
doned a program that mailed 
sex information and condom 
stamps, in plain unmarked 
envelopes, to teen-aged boys. 


The stamps, subsidized by 
federal funds, stated: Con¬ 
dom Information Service; 
worth, 51 on purchase of one 
dozen condoms . . . write 
brand name here.” 

During the life of the feder¬ 
al program, more than 43.000 
boys from age 14 and up re-

reived mail that either includ¬ 
ed the condom stamps or de¬ 
scribed how to get. them. 

Although thousands of hoys 
were contacted, only 254 con¬ 
dom stamps were redeemed. 
In terms of the $100,000 spent 
on the program, it cost the 
government nearly $400 for 
each package of condoms sold 
through the mailings. In most 
parts of the United States, 
that is more than the cost of a 
legal abortion. 

But is was not the cost of 
the program, nor the idea of 
the federal government pnr- 
viding sex information to low- 
income teenagers that caused 
federal sup|x>rt to be with¬ 
drawn, according to officials 
of Population Services Inc., a 
North Carolina firm that man¬ 
aged the program under a 
federal grant. 

Diana Altman, one of thp 
project directors for the firm, 
said the government's chief 
objection to continuing the 
program was that sending un¬ 
solicited sex information and 
condom stamps through the 
mail might be construed as 
an invasion of privacy. In a 
handful of cases (less than 1 
per cent of those who re¬ 
ceived the mailings), recipi¬ 
ents asked the U.S. Postal 
Service to order the firm to 

"cease and desist” its mail¬ 
ings to their homes. 

But there were other 
protests. Keekee Minon. a 
special assistant in the family 
planning division of the de¬ 
partment of health, education 


and welfare, said "We got an 
enormous amount of congres¬ 
sional mail on the problem. It 
was very controversial and 
. . . was terminated because^ 
of constituents’ responses.” 

The condom stamp program 
began in 1971 with a grant of 
$47,000 from the Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity. The pro¬ 
gram was intended to reach 
lx>ys in low-income families. 
PSI selected: Cleveland and 
Philadelphia as its two major 
targets for the first year’s 
mailing to 31,243 boys. 

From the Cleveland com¬ 
munity action agency (funded 
by OEO), PSI obtained a list 
of teen-aged boys who were 
believed by agency personnel 
to be "sexually active.” To 
complete its mailing list. PSf 
turned to a commercial firm 
that specialized in providing 
mailing lists to businesses 
selling children's education 
products. 

Although the condom stamp 
program was not widely pub¬ 
licized in the news media, PST 
officials contacted druggist 
associations and persuaded 
hundreds of drugstores in the 
two large! cities to honor Ihe 
< ondom stamps. In addition. 
PSI worked out an arrange¬ 
ment with another North 
Carolina firm, Condom Infor¬ 
mation Service, that permit¬ 
ted boys to order condoms 
through the mail (a small 
percentage of the first mailing 
went to rural areas where 
there were no participating 
druR stores). 


PSJ tried several different 
letters to find out which one 
got the best response. A1-. 
though phrased differently, 
the letters uniformly offered 
condoms at cut-rate prices 
through the use of the stamps 
and warned of the Hangers of 
vpnereal disease and the pos¬ 
sibility of pregnancies. 

' After the first year's experi¬ 
ence. in which 194 condom 
stamps were redeemed. OEO 
provided another $50,573 to 
continue the program through 
July. 1973. This time 11.995 
mailings were sent to small 
urban area's across the United 
States. During that year, only 
(i0 condom stamps were re¬ 
deemed. 

Jane Savage, a PSI official 
who worked closely with the 
condom project, said Lhat a 
sex information booklet called 
A Man's World accompanied 
most of the mailings. "A lot 
of people look and see how 
many condoms we’ve distrib¬ 
uted. but I think the education 
aspect is by far the most im¬ 
portant,” she said. "If 10.000 
hoys read the booklet, even if 
they didn't, buy a condom, it. 
meant something.” 

But PSl's application to 
continue the program was 
turned down last year after 
federal family planning func¬ 
tions were transferred from 
now-defunct OEO to HEW 7 . 
Savage said the money from 
the grant enabled PSI to con- 
t. i n u e supplying condom 
stamps until ' early in 1974.”

Karttunen looks trim and is 
out in the birch foresl each 
weekend hunting rabbits but 
the actuarial tables insist that 
he is a candidate for a heart 
attack 15 years earlier than a 
man like him in the United 
States. 

He and his neighbors have 
petitioned the Finnish govern¬ 
ment to do something to con¬ 
trol heart disease in the area 
called North Karelia and a 
unique World Health Organi¬ 
zation program is under way 
that may change some of the 


accepted notions about Hie 
main causes of arteriosclero¬ 
sis. 

A jarring aspect about life¬ 
style in this community near 
ihe Finnish-Soviet border is 
that its men are not over¬ 
weight, get plenty of exercise 
and seem to escape from the 
stress situations that have 
been thought key factors in 
coronary disease. 

Yet 70 per cent of the adult 
males say they have chest 
pains. 

"If you ask a fellow any¬ 
where else if he has experi¬ 
enced them, he'll answer yes 
or no." said Dr. Pekka Puslfia. 
who is in charge of the WHO 
program. "In North Karelia, 
if the answer isn’t yes, they’ll 
tell you, not yet.” 

Seventy-five per cent of the 
deaths among the 185,000 pop¬ 
ulation of the region come 
from coronary or related ail¬ 
ments. 

Figures in a WHO study 
showed that if only one male 
between the ages of 30 and 64 
out of 1,000 men in Sofia, Bul-

Nature’s quality control? 


LONDON (Reuter) Two 
British doctors have suggest¬ 
ed that as many as three- 
quarters of all human concep¬ 
tions end in a spontaneous 
miscarriage without the 
woman even realizing she is 
pregnant. 

The theory is that most of 
these embryos are abnormal. 
The woman’s body is able tn 
detect that something is 
wrong in the early stages of 
the development of the fetus 
and arranges a natural abor¬ 
tion. 

It has been known for some 
time that this is nature’s way 
of keeping down the numbers 
of severely deformed babies 
horn but it has never been 
suggested that it happens on 
such a vast scale. 

A woman may not realize 
she is having a spontaneous 
miscarriage. Alternatively, all 
she may know about it is a 
heavier flow in her menstrual 
period which may arrive a lit¬ 
tle later tfian usual. 


The hyptothesis is put for¬ 
ward in Lancet, the British 
medical’ journal, by Dr. Colin 
Roberts and Prof. Charles 
Lowe of the department of so¬ 
cial and occupational medi¬ 
cine at the Welsh National 
School of Medicine. 

Confirmation of their find¬ 
ings would have far-reaching 
implications — particularly 
for the lobby favoring sur¬ 
gical abortions. 

"If nature resorts to abor¬ 
tion to maintain genetic sta¬ 
bility by discarding as many 
as three in e\ ery four concep¬ 
tions. ii will he difficult for 
anti-abortionists to oppose 
abortion on moral and ethical 
grounds." experts wrote.

They quoted a Japanese 
study of surgically-removed 
embryos which indicated (hat 
for eveiy baby horn with the 
crippling disease of spina bi- 
fina, nine fetuses with the dis¬ 
ease were lost naturally in 
early pregnancy. 

An investigation of more 
than 3.000 fetuses at I-zmdon's 
R oyal Marsden Hospital 
showed malformations to be 
three limes as frequent in 
spontaneous abortions as in 
sungical ones. 

The nature of the problem 
makes it difficult to undertake 
a systematic survey but stu¬ 


dies of cattle, sheep and pigs 
have shown prenatal losses 
ranging from 15 to 60 per 
cent, the article said. 

What this suggests to Rob¬ 
erts is that, birth of a baby is 
in fact abnormal. 

"In the long term, society 
may come to regard abortion 
as a natural function responsi¬ 
ble for the control not only of 
quantity, but also of quality." 
he said in the article. 

"The moral, ethical, and 
legal rights of the embryo, 
the fetus, and the mother will 
be very different from those 
which now seem to apply."

Their diet was extremely 
rich in fat and poor in vegeta¬ 
bles. With dairy products 
plentiful, many men drank 
two quarts of milk a day. The 
meat staple was a fatty sau¬ 
sage and meals cam£"'ff5fi 
with butter and pastries. 

Most of the men smoked 
and there was considerable 
hypertension. These factors — 
diet, smoking and high blood 
pressure — became the main 
target areas of the program.

the insurance' people and 
Point Grey, and because he 
has been to university, and 
because he has a law degree, 
and because he is twice as big 
as me, that he can bully me. 

“Well he can’t.” 

Gardom, said Strachan, 
"gets up and repeats canards 
without doing his homework. 
He is incompetent.” 

Gardom called the Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of British 
Columbia an example of 
‘•wanton and shameful 
waste.” 

“It was supposed to be a 
jewel in this government’s 
crown, but it is a fallen idol. 

"It was supposed to be the 
NDP’s moneymaker and it 
has turned into a loser. With- 
cnit the taxpayers’ subsidies, 
it is bust.

He also wondered why the 
government had incurred a

The Autoplan deficit has put 
the government into a position 
of deficit financing, said Gar¬ 
dom. 

The provincial budget, he 
noted, only held a $600,000 
surplus, which many people 
had said previously was 
pretty thin. “That is all we 
have to take care of this, and 
the premier’s budget isn’t 
worth the paper it was writ¬ 
ten on. 

“And they knew it was com¬ 
ing. They had that material. 
It was printed, but not read in 
the house in the budget 
speech, that ICBC would have 
to receive money from gener¬ 
al revenue.” 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams said outside the Le¬ 
gislature Monday that he will 
be introducing amendments to 
the B.C. Land Act shortly to 
clear the way for the govern¬ 
ment to move into commer¬ 
cial development. 

He made the statement fol¬ 
lowing an announcement that 
the government had pur¬ 
chased land holdings owned 
by Nancy Greene Ltd., in the 
Whistler Mountain area for 
$200,000 and hired A1 Raine, 
Nancy Greene’s husband, as 
coordinator of provincial ski 
developments for $27,500 a 
year. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, Williams said the land 
was bought at "cost to avoid 
a jjotential conflict of inter¬ 
est.” 

Nancy Greene Ltd. also 
holds options on land valued 
at an estimated $80,000 to 
$100,000 which may be pur¬ 
chased in the future. 

The changes in the act 
would enable the government 
to develop ski areas on a com¬ 
mercial basis. It would also 


enable it to move in the com¬ 
mercial direction on provin- 
cially-owned land in the 
Innter Harbor. 

No details of proposed dev¬ 
elopments were given either 
for Whistler or the Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

Williams said he was 
pleased to have attracted 
former ski cqpch Raine to the 
provincial service. 

Raine starts his duties 
today with his primary re¬ 
sponsibility being “consider¬ 
ation and evaluation of ski 
development proposals else¬ 
where in the province, includ¬ 
ing the identification of future 
demands for ski facilities and 
the evaluation of existing and 
possible future sites.” 

The minister said Raine 
would also be “devising ave¬ 
nues assure the best devel¬ 
opment of crown ski sites and 
appropriate revenues for the 
province through leasehold 
bid proposals and other 
means.’’

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M. V. Chesnut’s 
Garden notes 


I want to have a talk with 
our novice gardeners today 
about the family of vegetables 
known to botanists as the 
Brassicas. 

This is a big family and 
includes all the relations of 
the cabbage — Brussels 
sprouts, cauliflower, colewort, 
Chinese cabbage, red cabbage 
and the like. 

Tbe family also includes 
turnip, rape, mustard, radish 
and kale, but at the moment I 
am concerned only with the 
cabbage-like members of the 
race. 

One common quality of 
nearly all the brassica tribe is 
their hardiness. They will 
stand outdoors all winter in 
our climate, and will keep on 
producing food for our table 
during every month of the 
year. 

Even in the so-called 
“hungry gap” in late spring, 
after the winter cabbage is 
finished and before the new 
stuff takes over, there are 
special varieties of kale and 
cauliflower which mature at 
this time, t" 

May is a key month in the 
production of cabbages, cauli¬ 
flowers and Brussels sprouts,

and two operations should be 
undertaken before the end of 
the month — the sowing of 
seeds in a nursery bed to pro¬ 
vide plants for setting out in 
July, and the buying of plants 
to set out right now for early 
fall use. 

★ ★ ★ 

I n buying cauliflower 
plants, it is wise to avoid 
large specimens, no matter 
how sturdy and healthy they 
may look. 

In the majority of cases, 
when such overgrown plants 
are set out in the open gar¬ 
den, they will promptly form 
scrubby little cauliflowers 
which taste horrible and are 
completely useless. 

Look for plants which have 
three or four leaves only, all 
of a good green color. 

There is all the world of dif¬ 
ference In the performance of 
such a plant and one which 
has been grown on in a seed 
flat for too long a time, with 
yellowing lower leaves. 

Avoid, too, any plants bear¬ 
ing bluish, pinehed-looking 
leaves. These haven't been 
hardened off gradually 
enough, and are suffering 
from a too sudden change in 


climate in their move from a 
greenhouse to the open. 

I ★ ★ ★ 

With cabbage plants, a 
good-sized plant is desirable, 
providing it is sturdy and has 
large leaves, with the veins 
not too prominent. 

The type to avoid is the 
specimen with a long base 
stem. I have seen some of¬ 
fered with stems a foot long, 
and it ia a waste of money to 
buy these. 

You see, a cabbage plant 
should always be planted with 
die bottom leaves practically 
resting on the surface of the 
soil, and with too long a stem, 
this puts the roots too deep 
for proper functioning. 

There are tricks of the 
trade whereby such long- 
stemmed plants CAN be 
grown successfully, and I will 
be discussing this later, but it 
is safer to buy the short, 
squatty types. 

The best and most vigor¬ 
ous strains of Brussels 
sprouts have a strong streak 
of red cabbage in their 
ancestry, and this shows up in 
the leaves — not very promin¬ 
ently, but just as an oc¬ 
casional red streak. 


The most dependable plants 
will also have large, round 
leaves with short leaf stalks, 
and the whole plant will be 
short-jointed and stocky. 

★ ★ ★ 

All members of the Bras¬ 
sica family are subject to at¬ 
tack by two enemies — root 
maggots and club root. The 
latter, a slime fungus disease 
that causes distorted, mal¬ 
formed itoots, was discussed 
in a recent column. The mag¬ 
gots are best controlled with 
an insecticide called Diazinon. 

Diazinon comes in two dif¬ 
ferent forms — in granules, 
and in liquid form, and it is 
best to have both kinds on 
hand. 

The granules are sprinkled 
in the seed furrows when the 
seeds are sown, or in the 
planting holes when pur¬ 
chased plants are set out. 

Twenty-eight days later, 
drench the plant and the soil 
around each plant with the 
liquid concentrate, two table¬ 
spoonfuls per gallon of water, 
applied with a watering can. 

Repeat the drench every 
two weeks, quitting about a 
week before die first cabbage 
or cauliflower is cut. 


Several people have asked for my 
French daughter-in-law’s recipe for 
homemade snails: And, horrified as I 
am by the subject, I think that as a 
matter of integrity, having mentioned it 
at all, I am obliged to follow through. 

When I said dhe had phoned to ask If 
she could borrow some of the snails 
from our yard, since she was having 
company for dinner and her own yard 
had not produced enough, I suppose 
some readers thought I was joking. I 
only wish I had been. 

But I shouldn’t have been surprised. 
She is French. She is a good cook, the 
daughter of a provincial chef. She is 
frugal. And like everyone else, she is 
troubled by inflation. She saw the snails 
crawling about her backyard and she 
said, “Why not?” 

When she phoned me it was to ask if 
I knew whether it was legal to eat one’s 
own snails, and if it was safe. I not only 
didn't know, I didn’t want to know. Yet 
I felt that if she were determined to 
embark on such an enterprise she ought 
to seek expert advice. 

She phoned back In some excitement 
to say that she had called the public 
health department and they had told 
her it was alright to eat snails if they 
had not been poisoned. They might be a 
bit tough, but they would be eatable. 

“Are you sure your’s haven’t been 
poisoned?” I asked. 

"Mn Smith!” she exclaimed. “Do 
you think I would poison a snail?” 

As I say, I might have put the whole 
thing out of my mind, except for the let¬ 
ters.

Please could you have her tell me how 
or where we can find out how to 
process garden snails into delectable es¬ 
cargots? I’ve tried for years to find out 
what the procedure Is, with no luck.” 

It so happened that we were invited 
to my daughter-in-law’s house for din¬ 
ner on our granddaughter’s second 
birthday. I agreed to come only on her 
promise that she would not serve snails. 
I think she kept it, though I wasn’t too 
sure for a moment about the 
mushrooms.

“Just as an academic question,” I 
said as we sipped champagne with the 
birthday cake, “how do you prepare 
them?” 

“First,” she said, “you go in the 
garden and you look far snails.” Some¬ 
how she made it sound like a fairy 
story. “And if you find some little snails 
you wait 'til they grow up and you put 
them in a box and you feed them for 
two or three days.” 

“You feed them? What?” 

“Spinach. Salade, Apple peels. Then 
you starve them for two days.” 

“You starve them?” 

“Oui. So all the stuff gets out of their 
body. Yes, they must not eat for two 
days. Then at the end of two days of 


starvation you put them into a big con¬ 
tainer of water that is soaked with salt. 
So all the saliva and stuff gets out of 
their bodies. You have to rinse them at 
least 10 times in clear, cold water. 
Because if you don’t, they are still sli- 
dey.” 

“Slidey?” 

“Oui. Slidey. And then you cook 
them for about 45 minutes in hot water, 
and when they are cooked you put them 
in cold water right away and put them 
in your refrigerator, so when the water 
is cold, you take them out of the refri¬ 
gerator and then take them out of the 
shells.”

I had a feeling that she had neglect¬ 
ed the more repulsive instructions, and- 
pushed her for utter honesty. 

“Oh. You do not eat the heads. You 
have to cut the head off, an dthe intes¬ 
tines. The only part you eat is the part 
that crawls on the ground. 

“In the restaurants They do it with 
just garlic, parsley and butter. But me, 
I do it with a little touch of my father, 
which I think is much better; I put 
some bread crumbs in it, and I do 
something that nobody else does — I 
put in some pemod.’ 

So that’s her secret. A touch of her 
father, and a touch of pemod. 

She is now raising snails in her 
garage. She captures them in the back¬ 
yard, then puts them in a cardboard 
carton in the garage, fattens them up 
on spinach and salade, and then starves 
them before the execution. 

Frankly, I feel much more comfort¬ 
able eating at my Italian daughter-in- 
law’s house. Pasta doesn’t crawl. 


Actually, there is hardly anybody 
more cultivated or intelligent than a 
Pole who has had the benefits of breed¬ 
ing and education. 

Perhaps the most eminent example Is 
Joseph Conrad, the writer. Polish was 
his first language, French his second, 
and English his third — yet he wrote an 
English that was superb, putting to 
shame most of his English-born contem¬ 
poraries. And his sensibility was equal 
to his style. 

I have been fortunate in knowing 
several persons of Polish origin who 
had had educational advantages, and 
they were as bright and talented as any 
people I have ever met. 

Actually, few North Americans know 
tjrat Copernicus, the great astronomer 
of the Renaissance, was a Pole named 
Mikotaj Kopemik, who laid the whole 
foundation for modem astronomy. 

(And the University of Cracow, 


which he attended, was founded as 
early as 1364 — before most of the 
colleges at Oxford had been formed — 
and has since been a leading European 
centre of learning.) 

★ ★ ★ 

North Americans have a necessarily 
distorted view of foreigners because, as 
in the case of Poland especially, a rep¬ 
resentative cross-section of the people 
did not emigrate to our shores. Profes¬ 
sional people tended to stay at home. 

What Americans in particular fail to 
recognize, also, is that their first 
settlers from England were also of the 
same lower class — virtually none of 
the passengers on the Mayflower was 
from a “good” family. 

Time has elevated them socially, but 
in their own period, they were rag-tag 
and bob-tail Englishmen of no particu¬ 
lar standing or substance. Not one of 
them had the academic qualifications to 
enroll at the University of Cracow.

Halstead, he said, Is a 
former mental patient with a 
history of epileptic seizures. 

Halstead is now taking med¬ 
ication to control those sei¬ 
zures, Wilson said, but has 
been recently diagnosed as 
“very definitely a schizoid 
personality.” 

Wilson said the abduction 
and extortion were a "rather 
strange performance” by his 
client, adding there was “no 
premeditation for his bizarre 
behavior.” 

Anderson said there w'as 
"not much to substantiate” 
the defence’s medical reports, 
pointing out only one of sever¬ 
al psychiatric evaluations of 
Halstead had 'been produced 
in court. 

While agreeing that one re¬ 
port did note Halstead denied 
planning the abduction-extor¬ 
tion in advance, Anderson 
also said the kidnapper had 
told Salvador he "had been 
planning this for a while." 

Asking that sentencing be 
put off until the other medical 
reports could be obtained, An¬ 
derson also asked Stewart to 
remand the prisoner in cus¬ 
tody until then. 

“He is no newcomer to trou¬ 
ble with the law,” the prose¬ 
cutor argued, and has told 
authorities he was at least 
partially influenced in his 
crimes by radio reports of 
Palestinian terrorist activities 
and other abductions and ex¬ 
tortion attempts. 

Because such crimes are on 
an increase, it was necessary 
to set an example with Hal¬ 
stead as a deterrent to others, 
Anderson said. 

Stewart agreed, saying he 
was concerned that Halstead 
might still constitute a threat 
to the community. 

For that reason, the judge 
said, he would remand him in 
custody until sentencing, set 
for 9:30 a m. May 9.

hunters sailed from Van¬ 
couver’* Jericho Reach Sun¬ 
day. 

Their immediate destination 
is Winter Harbor on the north 
end of Vancouver Island. 

A crowd estimated by police 
at 6,000 attended a farewell 
party for the crews of the 
80-foot Greenpeace V (Phyllis 
Cormack) and the 36-foot 
Greenpeace III (Vegat before 
the vessels sailed into Georgia 
Strait 

There was a gale warning 
for the strait but earlier 
winds of 45 miles an hour had 
moderated to 35 hy sailing 

time. 

The crowd of well-wishers 
listened to rock groups, 
watched dancers and bought 
tickets for a lottery support¬ 
ing the voyage. 


Aitisls donated paintings, 
sculptures and other work for 
display and sale and R.C. 
Hydro ran free buses from 
downtown Vancouver to the 
beach. 

The route of the Greenpeace 
V. skippered by owner Cap¬ 
tain John Cormack, is through 
Juan de Fuea Strait, to the 
rendezvous point ai Winter 
Harbor. 

The smaller boat will take 
ihe inside passage through 
Georgia Strait. 

From the Winter Harbor 
base, the vessels will he 
ready to move out to the 
North Pacific, once the whal¬ 
ing fleets have been spotted. 

Canadian and American 
government craft and private 
fishermen have assured 
Greenpeace leaders they’ll 
keep an eve peeled for the 
Japanese and Russian 
whalers. 


Thp general strategy will he 
to intercept the whaling fleets 
as they follow the northward 
migration of ihe sperm 
whales from the Antarctic 
Ocean to the Aleutian Islands. 
Greenpeace spokesman Rol>- 
ert Hunter, a columnist with 
the Vancouver Sun. said the 
confrontations could occur 
anywhere from 50 miles to 200 
miles oul to sea off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

Thp whaling season general¬ 
ly covers May and June, al¬ 
though the actual period is de¬ 
termined by the ainouni of 
time needed for fhe whalers 
to catch and process the 
quota of 10,000 sperm whales. 

"We prefer to kepp the de¬ 
tails of our confrontation pro¬ 
cedures to ourselves,” said 
Rod Marining. one of 36 per¬ 
sons who will lake part in the 
expedition. 

Hunter said the expedition 




hopes to accomplish a great 
deal more than trying to 
block the hunting efforts of 
ihe whaling fleets. Both ves- * 
sels are loaded with electronic 
gear, most of it lo be used in 
attempting to communicate 
with the whales. 

A film crew will document 
any confrontation and a tap¬ 
ing system will record the 
sounds of whales in their na¬ 
tive mid-ocean environment 
About 200 hours of recorded 
music, ranging from Beetho- 
\en to Bacharach, will be 
played to attract the attention 
of the whales. 

Japanese and Russian In¬ 
terpreters will go along to 
avoid any language misunder¬ 
standings with whaling ships. 

’That’s not all.” Hunter 
said. •We’re even taking 
along some Russian and Japa¬ 
nese folk-song records to en¬ 
tertain iheir crews if we get 
ihe chance.”

NANAIMO -- The Canadian 
Wildlife Federation in its na¬ 
tional annual meeting here 
this week, has taken a strong 
stand against firearms regis¬ 
tration. 

A resolution, opposing regis¬ 
tration of firearms and calling 
for tougher enforcemenl of 
existing gun control laws, was 
passed unanimously by the .Vi 
delegates attending the con¬ 
vention. 

Robert Scammell. an Albet‘- 
ia delegate and chairman of 
the CWF firearms legislation 
committee, said he thinks Thai 
if public protection is ihe aim, 
then making it more difficult 
to purchase weapons, through 
those who have shown Ihem- 
testtng and keeping records of 
selves to he dangerous vhqh 
firearms, would bp a better 
solution. 

"Name me one place where 
n has worked, and I will 
name you 15 where it has 
not.” he said. 

Outgoing CWF president Or¬ 
ville Erickson said it appear* 
to him that there is a miscon¬ 
ception in some quarters that 
there is a conflict between 
sport hunting and responsible 
firearms legislation. 

"Nothing could be further 
from the truth.” he said. 
Every responsible hunter has 
a keen interest In ensuring 


that the government adopts 
safe, sane laws concerning 
firearms and their use.” 

Erickson said that the only 
thing remaining to be re¬ 
solved is what sort of enforci- 
ble laws will effectively com¬ 
bat crime and accidental 
death and injury involving 
firearms. 

"The Canadian Wildlife 
Federation is prepared lo ex¬ 


pend a considerable amount 
of effort to help ensure that 
those laws are placed on the 
books.” he said. 

The resolution opposing 
firearms registration was put 
to the meeting by the three- 
man legislation committer 
Its members are ScammeJ. 
Col. Nicholson and George 
Clavelle of Winnipeg. 

Delegates voted to officially 


oppose the registration legis¬ 
lation which is scheduled to 
come before the Senate soon, 
and to press for enforcement 
of the sections of the criminal 
code dealing with firearms. 

The group will also ask Ol 
law a "for a period of limited 
amnesty” to allow for regis¬ 
tration of all firearms which 
are required to be registered 
under existing legislation.

CHASE (CP) — A 200-foot 
section of the Trans-Canada 
Highway collapsed in an earth 
slide Monday near this com¬ 
munity 30 miles east of Kam¬ 
loops. 

Dave Macvicar, assistant 
regional highways engineer, 
said a one-mile detour could 
be built by Wednesday. 

The collapse of fill, brought 
Into the area in 1959 when the 
highway was built, left a hole 
in the two-lane road up to a 
depth of 100 feet. 

CP rail’s main line follows 
the highway at the point 
where the slide occurred but 
rail operations were not af¬ 
fected, a CP Rail spokesman 
said in Vancouver. 

No motorists were using the 
section of highway — an abut¬ 
ment leading to a bridge — 
when it collapsed into Shus- 
wap Lake. 

Gerry Millar, the regional

Dozens witnessed

VANCOUVER .(CP) - An 
accountant, at a downtown 
hotel w’as fatally shot on a 
street in front of the hotel 
during a robbery Monday af¬ 
ternoon while dozens of people 
walked within feet of him, po¬ 
lice said. 

Police said Joseph McDon¬ 
ald. 52, was on his way to a 
bank with about $9,000 when 
he was shot. They said the 
money was taken but was 
later recovered. 

Police arrested a suspect in 
a coffee shop moments after 
the shooting. They said a gun 
was seized. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital with a bullet wound 
in his upper right chest but 
was dead on arr^jtff). 

Police said there might be 
another suspect involved. 


Witness Hugh Rannie, 25, 
was across the street from 
the shooting. 

"I heard a shot. The young 
guy (the gunman) had his pis¬ 
tol almost against the man's 
chest. The fellow went down 
and there was blood all over 
the place." 

He said he saw the gunman 
run after grabbing the vic¬ 
tim's money bag. 

"Coins were splashing on 
the street. I saw tho old guy 
get up.

South Vietnamese 
Prime Minister Vu Van Mau 
ordered all American military 
and embassy personnel out of 
the country by noon Wednes¬ 
day (9 p.m. today Victoria 
time). 

Mau’s order, broadcast by 
Saigon Radio, fulfilled a long- 
held Viet Cong condition for 
peace talks and appeared to 
indicate the South Vietnam's 
government had made a deal 
with the communists. 

A devastating communist 
air, rocket artillery, and in¬ 
fantry assaults on the base 
Monday closed Tan Son Nhut 
for 12 hours. Two U.S. 

Marines were killed, the first 
Americans to die in combat in 
South Vietnam since De¬ 
cember, 1973. 

In Washington, President 
Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger worked 
through the night on the final 
hours of an American role in 
the Vietnam war. The na- 
tipnal security council was 
called into session unexpec¬ 
tedly Monday evening and 
met for about an hour. Presi¬ 
dential aides would not com¬ 
ment. 

UPI eorresixindent Leon 
Daniel said he and other 
newsmen were leaving for 
their pre-arranged pickup 
points, but their destination 
was unknown. There were 
about 954 Americans left in 
Vietnam early Monday, ac¬ 
cording to the Pentagon. 

The Pentagon said in Wash¬ 
ington about 50 ships carrying 
6.000 marines and more than 
700 helicopters were stationed 
in the South China Sea off 
Vietnam. 

Tan Son Nhut was open to 
military traffic, and jittery 
guards turned back would-be 
evacuees who ignored a 
24-hour curfew ordered on 
Saigon in a last-ditch attempt 
to escape the country. 

The main gates to the base 
were sealed off. 

At Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines, a U.S. Air Force 
spokesman said evacuation 
flights, halted for 12 hours by 
communist attacks, had re¬ 
sumed.

It came shortly 
after a new president, DUong 
Van "Big” Minh, was sworn 
in. His first speech as pres¬ 
ident appealing for a truce 
was answered by all-out com¬ 
munist attacks on the Saigon 
perimeter. 

During the Monday attack, 
the base was hit for the first 
time with long-range 130mm 
artillery fire mixed with 
122mm rocket and mortar 
rounds.

TEHRAN (UPI) Heli¬ 
copters ferried in emergency 
supplies Monday to thousands 
of marooned villagers in 
mountainous northern Iran 
where at least 14 persons died 
in a series of flash floods Iasi 
week. 

Thousands more were left 
homeless in the floods that 
roared though 150 villages in 
the Elburz mountains. 

A large number of villagers 
were missing and casualty 
figures were expected to rise. 
Rescue workers in the village 
of Bagherabad found seven 
persons dead in one house 
alone. 

Reports from the region 
said 2,000 cattle drowned as 
flood waters inundated miles 
of farmland. 

In many villages the flood¬ 
ing destroyed underground 
reservoirs of fresh water and 
officials were said to lie 
worried that this would create 
a health hazard. 

Police reportedly were help¬ 
ing the Red Lion and Sun So¬ 
ciety, Iran’s version of the 
Red Cross, to provide about 
70 villages with medical sup¬ 
plies, food, tents and blankets. 
Helicopters were flying sup¬ 
plies to villages cut off by the 
floods.

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Women solidarity 
4 second to none 9

Women have been exploited as cheap 
labor for years, according to a Victoria union 
business agent. 

And trade unions must bear at least part 
of the blame for that injustice, John Nicol, of 
Local 1518. Retail Clerks Union, told the 1 Col¬ 
onist. 

Employers have fought the movement for 
women’s equality in the work force because 
equal pay for equal work would cost them 
money, said Nicol. 

Many unions are now demanding “catch¬ 
up” increases for their female members, but 
in the past, wage settlements for men were 
often gained at the expense of women 
workers, Nicol said. 

Nicol, since 1957, has been a full-time or¬ 
ganizer for the union, whose membership is 
made up largely of women. About half of the 
members of Local 1518 are women. 

Traditionally, he said, men have been the 
primary support for their families and it has 
always been easier, Nicol explained, to con¬ 
vince employers that men deserve greater 
increases than women. 

There were trade-offs in bargaining that 
were made at the expense of women, bul that 
pattern has now been reversed. 

Nicol said women have to take some of 
the responsibility for their traditionally lower 
wages. 

Women have always been hesitant to join 
trade unions, primarily because they are 
often not the heads of their households and 
do not depend on their .jobs for their liveli¬ 
hood. 

Many married working women feel no 
need to improve their working conditions and 
seldom think of the problems of supporting a 
family on one person’s minimum wage. 

Nicol said several women who have op- 
posed organizing drives have later come to 
him after being widowed or divorced and 
apologized. 


Although women may be~tnitially hesitant 
to join, they become strong union supi>orters 
once they understand trade union principles. 

“There's a solidarity among women that’s 
second to none,’’ he said, and women are bet¬ 
ter equipped to cope with a long strike than 
men. 

Victoria’s .‘19-month Sandringham private 
hdspital strike would have ended sooner if 
most of the union members had been men. 

“ft's only women that can hang out deter¬ 
mined to win for that length of time." he 
said. 

Unions that represent women must l>e 
careful, Nicol said, to avoid becoming "out¬ 
standing leaders” in the fight for women's 
rights. 

Unions represent both men and women 
and a union that starts pushing exclusively 
for the rights of one sector “cuts its arms 
off.” 

“We got everything for men, we were 
men — we didn’t do it consciously — but 
women were then brought in more and more 
because they were cheaper” and the union 
was weakened. 

Many things that unions advocate, such as 
higher wages, shorter work weeks, longer 
vacations and increased job security, often 
have little importance for married women 
workers, he said. 

Unions should develop bargaining pack¬ 
ages that meet the needs of women, Nicol 
said, pointing to such things as better mater¬ 
nity leave, or leaves of absence during meno¬ 
pause. 

Some women “go through hell” during 
menopause, Nicol said, but male managers 
have no understanding what they aav going 
through. ^ 

Nicol has just launched a grievance 
against, one of the food chains for hiring men 
in a higher classification instead of promot¬ 
ing women with seniority from the lower-paid 
clerk-cashier position.

'You’re going to have to 
kick the hell out of him by 
turning him in, telling him to 
get out of your clubs and let¬ 
ting him know he will not be 
tolerated in the woods unless 
he changes his ways,” Kim¬ 
ball said.

The general strategy will be 
to intercept the wlvaling fleets 
as they follow the northward 
migration of the sperm 
whales from the Antarctic 
Ocean to the Aleutian Islands. 
Greenpeace spokesman Rob¬ 
ert Hunter, a columnist with 
the Vancouver Sun. said the 
confrontations could occur 
anyw here from 50 miles to 200 
miles out to sea off the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

The whaling season general¬ 
ly covers May and June, al¬ 
though the ac tual period is de¬ 
termined by the amounl of 
time needed for the whalers 
to catch and process the 
quota of 10,000 sperm whales. 

"We prefer to keep the de¬ 
tails of our confrontation pro¬ 
cedures to ourselves,” said 
Rod Manning, one of 36 per¬ 
sons who will take part in the 
expedition. 

Hunter said the expedition 


hopes to accomplish a great 
deal more than trying to 
block the hunting efforts of 
the whaling fleets Both ves¬ 
sels are loaded with electronic 
gear, most of it to bp used in 
attempting to communicate 
with the whales. 

A film crew will document 
any confrontation and a tail¬ 
ing system will record the 
sounds of whales in their na¬ 
tive mid-ocean environment. 
About 200 hours of recorded 
music, ranging from Beetho¬ 
ven to Bachararh. will be 
played to attract the attention 
of the whales. 

Japanese and Russian in¬ 
terpreters will go along to 
avoid any language misunder¬ 
standings with whaling ships. 

"That's not all.” Hunter 
said. "We're even taking 
along some Russian and Japa¬ 
nese folk-song records to en¬ 
tertain their crews if we get 
the chance.” 


NANAIMO - The Canadian 
Wildlife Federation has called 
for further limitations and 
regulations on hunting by na¬ 
tive Indians. 

A resolution passed Sunday 
by 40 CWF members attend¬ 
ing a three-day annual con¬ 
vention here says laws |>ermit 
Indians to use hard-point 
shells, hunting with dogs and 
with night lights, and al¬ 
though the CWF recognizes 
the special needs of Indians, 
their rights would be better 
protected by further regula¬ 
tion. 

Outgoing CWF president Or¬ 
ville Erickson has sent a let¬ 
ter to Indian Affairs Minister 
Judd Budhanan complaining 
about Indian hunting prac¬ 
tices.

bat crime and accidental 
death and injury involving 
firearms. 

"The Canadian Wildlife 
Federation is prepared to ex¬ 
pend a considerable amounl 
of effort to help ensure that 
those laws are placed on the 
hooks." he said. 

The resolution opposing 
firearms registration was put 
to the meeting by the three- 
man legislation committee. 
Its members are Scarnmcl. 
Col. Nicholson and George 
Clavelle of Winnipeg. 

Delegates voted to officially 
oppose the registration legis¬ 
lation which is scheduled to 
come before the Senate soon, 
and to press for enforcement 
of the sections of the criminal 
code dealing with firearms.

Education system 
praised by Dailly 


DUNCAN — Changes in 
flood plain legislation are 
being sought by the Cowichan 
Valley Region Board. 

The region directors have 
decided to back the develop¬ 
ment of alternatives t to cur¬ 
rent controls of building in 
flood plain areas. 

Provincial legislation pro¬ 
claimed last fall restricts con¬ 
struction of homes in existing 
subdivisions located in the 
flood plain areas laid out hy 
the B.C. resources depart¬ 
ment. 

It also mean* that if a home 
presently located in the flood 

i - ' 


plain area burns down the 
owners would not be able to 
rebuild unless the new build¬ 
ing was raised in accordance 
with flood plain regulations. 

A number of residents own¬ 
ing homes near Cowichan and 
Mesachie Lakes have voiced 
their objections to the new 
legislation, which is being en¬ 
forced through zoning bylaws. 

The region district is plan¬ 
ning to contact the MLA for 
Cowichan - Malahai, transport 
minister Robert Strachan, 
with possihle alternatives to 
the present controls. 


One of the alternatives 
suggested is the establish¬ 
ment of a caveat acceptable 
in law to prevent damage 
claimi for individuals choos¬ 
ing to live or jvork in such 
flood areas. 

Another is the registration 
of existing subdivisions in the 
flood plain land to proterl lu- 
t ure buyers. 

The v region directors have 
said they are in agreement 
with people living in the flood 
plain area as l*mg as they are 
aware of the possibility of 
flooding and are willing to 
pay the consequences.

In addition, sev¬ 
eral pilot projects have been 
started to integrate services 
for children* w ith special prob¬ 
lems. 

Mrs. Dailly agreed that in 
the 1960s there was a de¬ 
emphasizing of the basic 
skills, "hut that was long be¬ 
fore I became minister.” 

She said a provincial 
assessment of basic skills is 
now underway throughout the 
province and changes will he 
made in the curriculum where ( 
it is deemed necessary 


The minister accused the 
Social Credit party of taking 
freedom^ away from elected 
school Wards and said "we 
have returned this freedom 
and have moved toward de¬ 
centralization.” 

Warm applause greeted the 
minister’s announcement that 
most textbooks now are Cana¬ 
dian or British — not Ameri¬ 
can.

On Jan. 30. the B.C. Court 
of Appeal upheld an earlier 
decision contested by Maple 
Bay Road residents, granting 
a -land-use cdntract between 
the municipality of North 
Cowichan and Kingsview Pr>»- 
perties. 

At the hearing. Mr. Justice 
McKay ruled that thp' resi¬ 
dents opposing the subdivision 
had been given sufficient in¬ 


formation and an opportunity 
to voice their objections. 

Counsel for the residents, 
Hamish Gow* of Victoria, had 
argued at the appeal that 
North Cowichan had acted un¬ 
reasonably in approving the 
land-use contract.

Spectators die in flaming crash 


BARCELONA, Spain (AP) 
— Flames and smoke clouded 
the sunny skies over the con¬ 
troversial Montjuich circuit 
Sunday after the worst disas¬ 
ter ln Spain’s auto racing his¬ 
tory. 

A wave of panic washed 
over the crowd of 100,000 after 
at least four died and another 
12 were seriously injured in a 
tragedy that racers nnd of¬ 
ficials said should have and 
could have been averted. 

The much-protested Spanish 
Grand Prix started innocently 
and cautiously over a course 
described by Brazilian world 
driving champion Emerson 


Fittipaldi as “too risky" and 
“dangerous.” Fittipaldi with¬ 
drew his entry from the race 
Saturday, hours before death 
and destruction took over. 

On the dangerous Font Del 
Gat curve of the 29th lap, a 
car driven by West Ger- 
many's Rolf Stommelen 
crashed into a protective bar¬ 
rier, burst, into flames and 
ran into the crowd at a favor- . 
ite vantage point of the fans. 

The dead included 21-year- 
old Italian-born photographer 
Mario DeRoia, who resided in 
Canada and was on free 
lance assignments for Toronto 
media. 


The other victims, all 
Spanish, were Antonio Font, 
28; Andres Ruiz, 38, and Joa¬ 
quin Morea, a 50-year-old fire¬ 
men on duty at the spot. 

The 12 injured in the ac¬ 
cident included Carmelo Vit¬ 
tore, an Italian Journalist 
residing in Canada; Joseph 
George Bertolotti, an Italian 
press photographer residing 
in Munich, and Hans Jurgen, 
a West German reporter. Ber¬ 
tolotti was the only one re¬ 
ported in serious condition. 

Stommelen was reported 
Monday in serious but not 
critical condition with multi¬ 
ple fractures and burns. 


“Stommelen’s racer lost a 
rear aileron a moveable air¬ 
foil when we were about to., 
enter the Font Del Gant 
bend,” said Brazilian Carlos 
Pace. “He lost control of the 
car. It hit the protective rail, 
caught fire and jumped in the 
air into .the crowd on the 
other side of the rail. v 
“I was at his tail. In my ef¬ 
fort to avoid the collision, my 
car also hit the rail and then 
rebounded to the other side of^ 
the course.

U.S. quits condom campaign

WASHINGTON After two 
years of operation at a cost of 
about 5100.000, the U.S. gov¬ 
ernment has rtjuietly aban¬ 
doned a program that mailed 
sex information and condom 
stamps, in plain unmarked 
envelopes, to teen-aged boys. 


The stamps, subsidized by 
federal funds, stated: “Con¬ 
dom Information Service; 
worth SI on purchase of one 
dozen condoms . . . write 
brand name here.” 

During the life of the feder¬ 
al program, more than 43.000 
boys from age 14 and up re-

eeived majl that either includ¬ 
ed the condom stamps or de¬ 
scribed how to gel them. 

Although thousands of boys 
were contacted, only 254 con¬ 
dom stamps were redeemed. 
In terms of the $100,000 spent 
on the program, it cost the 
government nearly $400 for 
each package of condoms sold 
through the mailings. In most 
parts of the United States, 
that is more than the cost of a 
legal abortion. 

But is was not the cost of 
the program, nor the idea of 
the federal government pro¬ 
viding sex information to low- 
income teenagers that caused 
federal sup|x>rt to be with¬ 
drawn, according to officials 
of Population Services Inc., a 
Noith Carolina firm that man¬ 
aged the program under a 
federal grant. 

Diana Altman, one of the 
project directors for die firm, 
said the government’s chief 
objection to continuing the 
program was that sending un¬ 
solicited sex information and 
condom stamps through the 
mail might, be construed as 
an invasion of privacy. In a 
handful of cases (less than 1 
per cent of those who re¬ 
ceived the mailings!, recipi¬ 
ents asked the U.S. Postal 
Service to order the firm to 
"cease and desisl” its mail¬ 
ings to their homes. 

’But there were other 
protests. Keekee Minon, a 
special assistant in the family 
planning division of the de¬ 
partment of health, education 


and welfare; said “We got an 
enormous amount, of congres¬ 
sional mail on live problem. It 
was very controversial and 
. . . was terminated because 
of constituents' responses.” ^ 

The condom stamp program 
began in 1971 with a grant of 
$17,000 from the Office of Eco¬ 
nomic Opportunity.. The pro¬ 
gram was intended to reach 
boys in low-income families. 
PSI selected Cleveland and 
Philadelphia as its two major 
targets for l h e first year’s 
mailing to 31,243 boys. 

From the Cleveland com¬ 
munity action agency (funded 
by OEO), PSf obtained a list 
of teen-aged boys who were 
believed by agency personnel 
to be “sexually active." To 
complete its mailing list, PSI 
turned to a commercial firm 
that specialized in providing 
mailing lists to businesses 
selling children's education 
products. 

Although the condom stamp 
program was not widely jxib- 
licized in the news media, PSI 
officials contacted druggist 
associations and persuaded 
hundreds of drugstores in the 
two target cities to honor the 
condom stam|>s. In addition. 
PSI worked out an arrange¬ 
ment with another North 
Carolina firm. Condom Infor¬ 
mation Service, that permit¬ 
ted boys to order condoms 
through the mail (a small 
percentage of the first mailing 
Went to rural areas where 
there were no participating 
drug stores). 


PSI tried several different 
letters to find out which one 
got the best response. Al- j 
though phrased differently. ) 
the letters uniformly offered 
condoms at out-rate prices 
through the use of the stamps 
and warned of the dangers of 
venereal disease and the pos¬ 
sibility of pregnancies. 

After the first year's experi¬ 
ence, in which 194 condom 
stamps were redeemed. OEO 
provided another $50,573 to 
continue the program through 
July, 197,".. This time 11.995 
mailings were sent to small 
urban areas across the United 
Stale*. During that year, only 
60 condom stamps were re¬ 
deemed. 

Jang Savage, a PSI official 
who worked closely with the 
condom project, said that a 
sex information booklet called 
A Man’s World accompanied 
most of the mailings. “A lot 
uted. but I think the education 
df people look and see how 
many condoms we’ve distrib- 
aspect is by far the most im¬ 
portant." she said. “If 10.001) 
boys road the booklet, even if 
they didn’t buy a condom, it 
meant something." 

Bui PSI’s application to 
continue the program was 
turned down last year after 
federal family planning func¬ 
tions were transferred from 
now-clefunct OEO to HEW. 
Savage said the money from 
the grant enabled PSI to con- 
l i n u e supplying condom 
stamps until “early in 1974."

Provincial auto insurance 
losses could exceed $100 mil¬ 
lion next year, and will be at 
least $91 million, Liberal ML A

“For that reason the gov¬ 
ernment has no choice but to 
increase the rates,” said 
McGeer.

$34 million deficit, said 
McGeer, could not be entirely 
blamed upon inflation, or in¬ 
creased auto body shop rates. 
“What is happening, it ap¬ 
pears to me, is that people

"With the present rate 
structure, ICBC is going to 
lose at a minimum $91 million 
next year, and the losses 
could well exceed $100 mil¬ 
lion.” 

McGeer said a confidential 
paper had recommended re¬ 
ducing ICBC premiums as an 
election gimmick. 

"If that is the policy of this 
parly, to try to cash in on 
reduced premiums before an 
election, for heaven’s sakes 
call the election now so people 
can go back to some common- 
sense management,” he sard. 

Oak Bay Tory Scott Wallace 
also wanted to see premiums 
increased to make Autoplan 
self-supporting, and he and 
several other speaker's re¬ 
minded Transport Minister 
Robert Strachan of repeated 
promises that the plan would 
not be subsidized. 

"There are more important 
areas to spend our money 

than on subsidies for cars,” 
he said. "You are sitting 

there with a $34 million deficit 
while we can’t get enough 

money for intermediate care 
in hospitals. You can’t afford 
that but you can afford to 
pour $34 million down the 

drain in a car subsidy. 

"Some people don’t even 
have enough to eat, but then 
this government proceeds to 
run up a $3*4 million loss on 
cars — a bunch of metal and 
steel — that are not essential 
to people. 

"Then it has the gall to 
suggest that it is not consid¬ 
ered proper to close the dif¬ 
ference by adjusting rates. 

"What kind of a political 
hoax is this?” 

Wallace and other speakers, 
including Garde Gardom (D— 
Vancouver-Point Grey) re¬ 
minded Strachan of repeated 
promises that the car insur¬ 
ance plan would be self-sup¬ 
porting. 

Strachan hit back at Gar¬ 
dom; "That member thinks 
that because he represents 


the insurance people and 
Point Grey, and because he 
has been to university, and 
because he has a law degree, 
and because he is twice as big 
as me, that he can bully me. 

“Well he can’t.” 

Gardom, said Strachan, 
"gets up and repeats canards 
without doing his homework. 
He is incompetent.” 

Gardom called the Insur¬ 
ance Corporation of British 
Columbia an example of 
‘‘wanton and shameful 
waste.” 

"It was supposed to be a 
jewel in this government’s 
crown, but it is a fallen idol. 

"It was supposed to be the 
NDP’s moneymaker and it 
has turned into a loser. With¬ 
out the taxpayers’ subsidies, 
it is bust. 

“Without the taxpayers’ 
subsidies this company would 
be having a meeting with that 
corporate undertaker known 
as the receiver.” 

He also wondered why the 
government had incurred a 
$700,000 advertising bill when 
it was running "the only- 
game in town.” 

The Autoplan deficit has put 
the government into a position 
of deficit financing, said Gar¬ 
dom. 

The provincial budget, he 
noted, only held a $600,000 
surplus, which many people 
had said previously was 
pretty thin. "That is all we 
have to take care of this, and 
the premier’s budget isn’t 
worth the paper it was writ¬ 
ten on. 

"And they knew it was com¬ 
ing. They had that material. 
It was printed, but not read in 
the house in the budget 
speech, that ICBC would have 
to receive money from gener¬ 
al revenue." 


Resources Minister Robert 
Williams said outside the Le¬ 
gislature Monday that he will 
be introducing amendments to 
the B.C. Land Act shortly to 
clear the way for the govern¬ 
ment to move into commer¬ 
cial development. 

He made the statement fol¬ 
lowing an announcement that 
the government had pur¬ 
chased land holdings owned 
by Nancy Greene Ltd., in the 
Whistler Mountain area for 
$200,000 and hired A1 Raine, 
Nancy Greene’s husband, as 
coordinator of provincial ski 
developments for $27,500 a 
year. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, Williams said the land 
was bought at "cost to avoid 
a potential conflict of inter¬ 
est." 

Nancy Greene Ltd. also 
holds options on land valued 
at an estimated $80,000 to 
$100,000 which may be pur¬ 
chased in the future. 

The changes in the act 
would enable the government 
to develop ski areas on a com¬ 
mercial basis. It would also 


enable it to move in the com¬ 
mercial direction on provin- 
cially-owned land in the 
Innter Harbor. 

No details of proposed dev¬ 
elopments were given either 
for Whistler or the Inner Har¬ 
bor. 

Williams said he was 
pleased to have attracted 
former ski coach Raine to the 
provincial service. 

Raine starts his duties 
today with his primary re¬ 
sponsibility being "consider¬ 
ation and evaluation of ski 
development proposals else¬ 
where in the province, includ¬ 
ing the identification of future 
demands for ski facilities and 
the evaluation of existing and 
possible future sites.” 

The minister said Raine 
would also be "devising ave¬ 
nues to assure the best devel¬ 
opment of crown ski sites and 
appropriate revenues for the 
province through leasehold 
bid proposals and other 
means.”

CP Rail’s main line follows 
the highway at the point 
where the slide occurred but 
rail operations were not af- 
- footed, a CP Rail spokesman 
said in Vancouver. 

No motorists were using the 
section of highway an abut¬ 
ment leading to a bridge 
when it collapsed into Shus- 
wap Ijake. 

Gerry Millar, the regional 
geophysical and materials en¬ 
gineer for the highways de¬ 
partment, said he suspected 
the collapse was caused by a 
spring overflow which seeped 
through the abutment and 
1 (osened the fill.

A freak wave that rushed

A witness to the Sunday 
phenomenon at Kitimat, Andy 
Nelson, said, "It was a big 
wave, close to 25 feet, and it 
just ripped stuff up like 
matchsticks." 

No one was reported in¬ 
jured. 

A large section of the 
Northland Navigation' dock 
and a new Rivtow Straits 
barge terminal were de¬ 
stroyed. Four barges, three 


owned by Rivtow and one 
owned by Northland, were 
washed ashore along with a 
number of small boats.

Dozens witnessed 
Vancouver killing 


VANCOUVER (CP) - An 
accountant at a downtown 
hotel was fatally shot on a 
street in front of the hotel 
during a robbery Monday af¬ 
ternoon while dozens of people 
walked within feet of him, i>o- 
lic.e said. 

■Police said Joseph McDon¬ 
ald. 52, was on his way to a 
hank with about $9,000 when 
he was shot. They said Ihe 
money was taken but was 
later recovered. 

Police arrested a suspect in 
a coffee shop moments after 
the shooting. They said a gun 
was seized. 

The victim was taken to 
hospital with a bullet wound 
in his upper right chest but 
was dead on arrival. 

Police said there might be 
another suspect involved. 


Witness Hugh Rannie, 25, 
was across the street from 
the shooting. 

"I heard a shot. The young 
guy (the gunman) had his pis¬ 
tol almost against the man’s 
chest. The fellow went down 
and there was blood all over 
the place.’’ 

He said he saw the gunman 
run after grabbing the vic¬ 
tim’s money bag. 

"Coins were splashing on 
the street. I saw the old guy 
get up. Blood was running 
down his front. He staggered 
and tried to walk pul into the 
street. He got across the 
street before he collapsed. 

"A lot of people came run¬ 
ning over to help him. But 
after seeing the gun. nobody 
was about to run after the 
other guy.” 


WASHINGTON (UPI) 

The White House said Monday 
some advisers to President 
Ford believe his 1976 election 
plans are being sabotaged, in 
what appeared to be the first 
"dirty trick" of the campaign. 

Press Secretary Ron Nessen 
told reporters the advisers 
had "no suspicion" that sup¬ 
porters of Vice-President Nel¬ 
son Rockefeller were behind 
the sabotage. But he said. "I 
don’t think I’ll go any fur¬ 
ther" when asked if the suspi¬ 
cions extended to backers of 
former California governor 
Ronald Reagan. 

The matter arose when Nes¬ 
sen was asked about a report 
■in Newsweek magazine that 
t Jhe president told a meeting 
of political intimates he would 
not run in 1976 because of his 
wife's health and because he 
felt he couTd not spare the 
time and money needed for a 
presidential campaign. 

"The president wants it 
known that this story is un¬ 
true. The president held no' 
such meeting. He definitely 
plans to run for election 'in 
. 1976. Any reports to the con¬ 
trary are wrong," Nessen 
said.

SAIGON (UPI) — United States began its final 
evacuation from Saigon (Tuesday, ending two decades 
of direct involvement in/South Vietnam. 

Helicopters and buses carried Americans to pre¬ 
arranged evacuation points. Viet Cong commandos 
withdrew from the base’s perimeter, allowing Ameri¬ 
can planes to land, military sources said. 

Shortly after the evacuation 
began, South Vietnamese 
Prime Minister Vu Van Mau 
ordered all American military 
and embassy personnel out of 
the country by noon Wednes¬ 
day (9 p.m. today Victoria 
time). 

Mau’s order, broadcast by 
Saigon Radio, fulfilled a long- 
held Viet Cong condition for 
peace talks and appeared to 
indicate the South Vietnam 
government had made a deal 
with the communists. 

A devastating communist 
air, rocket artillery, and in¬ 
fantry assault on the base 
Mongay closed Tan Son Nhut 
for 12 hours. Two U.S. 

Marines were killed, the first 
Americans to die in combat in 
South Vietnam “since De¬ 
cember. 1973. 

In Washington. President 
Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger worked 
through the night on the final 
hours of an American role in 
the Vietnam war. The na¬ 
tional security council was 
called into session unexpec¬ 
tedly Monday evening and 
met for about an hour. Presi¬ 
dential aides would not com¬ 
ment. 

UPI corresixmdent Leon 
Daniel said he and other 
newsmen were leaving for 
their pre-arranged pickup 
points, but their destination 
was unknown. There were 
about 950 Americans left in 
Vietnam early Monday, ac¬ 
cording to the Pentagon. 

The Pentagon said in Wash¬ 
ington about 50 ships carrying 
6,000 marines and more than 
700 helicopters were stationed 
in the South China Sea off 
Vietnam. 

Tan Son Nhut was open to 
military traffic, and jittery 
guards turned back would-be 
evacuees who ignored a 
24-hour curfew ordered on 
Saigon in a last-ditch attempt 
to escape the country. 

The main gates to the base 
were sealed off. 

At Clark Air Base in the 
Philippines, a U.S. Air Force 
spokesman said evacuation 
flights, halted for 12 hours by 
communist attacks, had re¬ 
sumed.

Souris River. The situation 
was expected to stabilize 
overnight. 


TEHRAN (UPI) - Heli¬ 
copters ferried in emergency 
supplies Monday to thousands 
of marooned villagers in 
mountainous northern Iran 
where at least 11 persons died 
in a series of flash floods last 
week. 

Thousands more were left 
homeless in the floods that 
roared though 150 villages in 
the Elburz mountains. 

A large number of villagers 
were missing and casualty 
figures were expected to rise. 
Rescue workers in the village 
ot Bagherabad found seven 
persons dead in one house 
alone. 

Reports from the region 
said 2.000 cattle drowned as 
flood waters inundated miles 
of farmland. 

In many villages the flood¬ 
ing destroyed underground 
reservoirs of fresh water and 
officials were said to be 
worried that this would create 
a health hazard. 

Police reportedly were help¬ 
ing the Red Lion and Sun S<> 
ciety, Iran’s version of the 
Red Cross, to provide about 
70 villages with medical sup¬ 
plies, food, tents and blankets. 
Helicopters were flying sup¬ 
plies to villages cut off by the 
floods.

"Now that Esquimau has 
rejected, our position is that 
there is no offer."
